A In 2016, yes. Not for 2020.

A | moved to New York January 2015, started working for the Trump campaign 
in July of 2015.

In July of 2015, what was your job with the Trump campaign, Mr. McEntee? 

A __ I|started as a volunteer.

A Yeah, | sort of morphed into that role in June of 2016.

Q  Sowhile on the campaign? 

A Yes, 

Q And what were some of your duties there in that role? 

A Well, the President at that time still had a longtime assistant with him, so | 


was more like his backup. But it would just consist of traveling with the candidate, 
making sure, you know, everything was in order at each event we went to, working with 
the advance team, you know, making sure they knew our arrival time, where we were 
going, what the plan was, stuff like that. 

Q Was that longtime assistant Keith Schiller at that time? 

A Yes, 

Q Okay. So you worked with him or under him?

Q Okay. So then what happened once President Trump was elected in 
November of 2016? Did your role change? 

A No, it stayed the same, but | guess | was just doing more and more as Keith 
was doing less and less, you know.

A It was the same. It was the same until Keith left that summer and then | 
took over full time.

All | was told at the time was there was an investigation and they needed me 
to resign until they resolved it. Sol did that. 

Q Was that about your security clearance, Mr. McEntee? 

A Yes. 

Q And was that around the time that Mr. Kelly also left the administration? 

A No. It was at the time when he was running the White House, but | think 
he left a year later or something. 

Q Okay. And was he the one who asked you to resign? 

A It was White House counsel, but it was, | think, under his direction. 

Q_ And it looks like you got rehired in February of 2020. What did you do 
between those 2 years? 

A So immediately after, | went to work for the reelection, but this was in 2018, 
so there wasn't much of a reelection yet. So|did that for a few months while living in 
D.C. And then | decided just to move home after it didn't seem like anything was really 
going on yet. 

So | moved home to California, did some lobbying work. Not much. And then | 
actually got hired in January of 2020, but took over in the personnel role in February, 


which you're referring to.

What did you come back in January as?

Again, as the personal aide. 
Q Andat that time had the security clearance issue been resolved? 
A Yes, it had. 

Q What was going on in the White House at that time, January 2020? Would 
that have been the first impeachment? 

A Yes, 

Q_ And now it's fair to say that -- how would you describe your relationship with 
the former President during this, | guess we've described, over 2016 until 2020 when you 
come back? 

A We had a good relationship, but | would say we weren't necessarily close 
during that time period. It wasn't until | came back again that, you know, my role grew. 
And | think that was because a lot of the people that had worked previously in 2016 that 
he knew had moved on. So it was like a familiar person back in the orbit kind of a thing. 

Q_ And how did it grow? 

A Just because | was doing two jobs, so | had to interact with him frequently. 

Q So that would be the personal aide job as well as the PPO job? 

A Yes, 

Q_ And because of that kind of dual hat, how often would you interact with the 
President? 

A Every day. 

Q Where was your office located? 

A In the EEOB across the, you know, West Exec from the White House. 


As a personal aide, did you have a desk in the Oval?

When | first came back | had a desk in the outer Oval. And then as | moved 
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on to doing more personnel stuff, they brought in another young aide to sort of fill that 
role. And at that point then | just had a chair that | would sit in if | had to go over there, 
but no desk. 

Q Soin February 2020, can you just kind of describe how you came to be in the 
role of the assistant -- of the director of PPO? 

A Yes. Solwas, as his aide, going through the schedule for the next day. 

We were talking about, you know, 10 a.m. this, 11 a.m. that. And then | said, you know, 
you have your PPO meeting. He's, like, what? You know, personnel. Those guys are 
coming over to meet with you. 

And then he explained that we'd had so many problems in that department and 
he had always heard that, you know, we weren't getting the right people in. And 
looking ahead, if he were to win an election and have a second term, he wants to do it 
differently. 

And then he asked, do you think you could ever do that role? And | said, yeah, | 
could do that role. And he said, you know what? Why don't you just do that. 

So | think he had a few discussions with then the chief of staff, who was Mick 
Mulvaney, and some others. And there was some pushback, but within a week or so | 
had that role. 

Q Who was leading it at the time? 

A Who was leading personnel? 

Q Yeah. 

A Sean Doocey. 

Q And what kind of problems was he having running that office? Or what 
was the dissatisfaction with him running it? 


A Yeah. | mean, | think -- | think he was in a tough spot because you wouldn't 
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view him as like a Trump person. And it wasn't really his fault. But, you know, there 
were people working in the administration that didn't agree with the President's agenda. 
So as political appointees that doesn't really make sense. 

Q = Sowhen not viewed as a Trump person, can you just explain that a little bit? 
Isn't it the role -- was he appointed by President Trump for that role back when he started 
in 2017? 

A He was one of the deputies, and then when the person appointed to that 
role -- | think it was DeStefano -- when he left, he sort of just moved up in the ranks. | 
don't think the President or anyone had a problem with him, but they thought he was 
getting pushed around a little bit, | think. 

Q Who do you get pushed around by in that job? 

A Just, you know, the entire D.C. network. 

Q Can you explain that? 

A Well, there's just so many positions. There'salottodo. It's 4,000 people, 
you know. So you have Members on the Hill lobbying for their people, you have 
campaign people lobbying for their people. You know, it's a lot of incoming. So you 
have to be able to navigate that. And then you have to be able to tell some people no. 
So that's tough for them. 

Q Did you have experience navigating that before you took over the job? 

A No, | just -- | witnessed it, but | didn't -- | didn't have to do it myself.

| —— = | When you talk about some of those disagreements, did that include 
with regard to executive branch, agency positions, disagreements between agency head 
or Cabinet-level officials and White House officials about appointments? 


The Witness. Oh, yeah. For sure.

Q So February 2020 you take this job over at, it sounds like, the personal 
request of the former President, right? 

A Yes. 

Q = And up until that point you have worked in the campaign and you were a 
personal aide to the former President and now you're taking over a position 
where -- responsible for over 4,000 appointments. Is that right? 

A Yes. 

Q How big was your staff? 

A It was somewhere between 25 and 35, depending on the time. 

Q And how many appointments were still open at that time when you took 
over? 

A __ That's tough tosay. Depends if you include, like, board appointments. 
Staffing positions, very few, you know. Maybe we moved around a hundred, which 
is -- that's just a guess, and that's out of 4,000. 

Q__ So,| mean, across the board, this is a pretty powerful office to lead, right, 
Mr. McEntee? 

A Yes. 

Q And when the President had that initial conversation with you, what did you 
believe your qualifications were to be able to run that office? 

A Well, | just knew all the different people in the Trump network, so -- and 
then having witnessed it for so many years, you know, | knew sort of the President's view 
on pretty much every issue, you know. 

So where someone else coming new into the role would be, like, yeah, you sound 


like you're a great fit for the Department of Treasury, you don't know even know, you 
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know, what the President's view of that is, you know, or what he sees that Department 
should be doing. 

Obviously, having known him for so many years, | had a pretty good 
understanding of that, so | thought, you know, I'll be able to navigate this network of 
people that we know over the years and then also make sure the people that agree with 
you are, you know, share your vision are in these roles. 

It was more looking ahead at a potential second term, of course, but we did do 
some work in that year, in the 2020 year. 

Q  Howimportant was it to recruit people and then ultimately vet them that 
shared Mr. Trump's vision? 

Mr. Warrington. Can interrupt fora moment?

Mr. Warrington. I'm not sure what this has to do with January 6th or 
election-related matters. | mean, some of the stuff is just general background, but | 
think the further afield we get from that, we are outside the scope of what the 
committee's asked him to be here for. 

Weare heading into some of the 
decisionmaking-involved appointments at the DOD, so this is the background before we 
get there. 

Mr. Warrington. During what time frame? 

aa This would be November 11th, the appointment of Secretary 
Miller as well as Kash Patel, which then leads directly into January 6th. 

So Mr. McEntee's role in this position kind of has impact over those jobs. We're 

getting there. 


Mr. Warrington. Well, | would suggest we move a little quicker -- 
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Mr. Warrington. -- because | think a lot of this is just not pertinent.

Q Oh, | think it was how important was it, Mr. McEntee, how important was it 
to have people with a shared vision in these positions? 

A Yeah. Obviously, it's very important. You have a short time period you're 
working with. So in order to get the most done, you all kind of have to be in lockstep, 
like any organization. 

Q Are you familiar with Josh Whitehouse? 

A Yes, 

Q Who was he? 

A He was a political appointee at DOD and DHS, but | knew him from the 
Trump campaign. In 2015, he worked in New Hampshire. 

Q___ Did you -- was he first on the White House liaison to DHS? 

A | believe he started there and then was moved to Defense, yeah. 

Q___ Did you have a role in moving him to be the White House liaison to the 
Department of Defense? 

A Yes. 

Q Why did you make that move of Mr. Whitehouse? 

A Yeah, we thought he was good, but the person in that role, Dane, wanted 
to -- liaison is a good job, but | think he wanted to, you know, have somewhat of a 
promotion, so he was going like assistant secretary or deputy assistant secretary or 


something. Dane Hughes was the DOD liaison. 
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So when he was -- when he made that known to us that he wanted to leave, we 
thought Josh was the best replacement. 

Q Was there any expectation of Mr. Whitehouse as the DOD liaison in terms of 
what was happening at the Department of Defense at that time and their leadership? 

A Not at that time. | think this was -- | mean, maybe you have the 


information, but | believe Whitehouse went over before what you're referring to in 


November. 
Q Yes. 
A Okay. 


QI think it was -- 

A Atthat time, no, he didn't. 

Q Were you aware of certain questions that were asked administration 
employees to identify their loyalties to the former President? 

A | know what you're referring to, yes. 


Q_ A, quote, loyalty test? Are you familiar with that?

Yes, |am. 

Q Can you describe it? 

A This is pretty standard practice, especially leading up to a second term, 
which is like a review of each appointee. 

| guess what you're referring to is because people were asking very specific 
questions -- which policies do you like of the President, stuff like that -- so they viewed it 
a little threatening. 

But it seems like previous administrations had done very similar things. And 
mostly conducting those, it gives you a better idea of just moving people around. 


A lot of people are, you know, I've been at this department for 3 years, I've always 
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wanted to move here, you know, like that sort of -- it gets you really valid information 
that you can work off of when you're trying to place people in what would be a fresh 
term. 

Q  Whocame up with the list of questions? 

A The entire team, that was a collaborative effort, the personnel team. 

Q  Youdescribed some of them? Can you describe more of what these 
questions were? Was it policy oriented or priorities of the administration? 

A | don't remember specifically. | do remember one was, what's your 
favorite policy President Trump has pushed, something like that. 

Q And you said other administrations had done things similar? 

A Maybe not that specific question, but they'd all conducted mass interviews 
with appointees and especially in between a fresh term. 

Q_ So before we get into some of the firings and appointments, could you just 
describe generally how a firing process occurs and what the role of PPO is? Are you 
submitting people you think should be let go? Is it coming from the White House? Is it 
collaborative? Just describe how that works. 

A Yeah, it's definitely collaborative. | mean, usually if there's a problem with 
someone you'll speak to them or you'll have their immediate supervisor, like their 
immediate boss speak tothem. And then it usually goes away. _ If it doesn't, then it 
gets escalated to an agency head who will have to speak to them. 

If they're still pushing back, they're usually asked to resign, which most would just 
resign, which I'm familiar with because | had to resign. And then if for some reason they 
refused to resign, then they're sent a termination letter, and that comes from my office. 

Q But you're involved throughout that entire process, is that right, Mr. 


McEntee? 
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A Not in the actual -- not in a lot of the actual interactions with the person. If 
there was an issue, we would let the agency head know or, you know, their immediate, 
you know, superior know and let them kind of work it out, but -- 

Q Okay. | want to shift gears and talk a little bit about the firing of Secretary 
Esper. But just to kind of give the backdrop here, were you aware of the tensions 
between the former President and Secretary Esper? 

A Yes. 

Q_ And when did they begin? 

Spring/summerish of 2020. 

Q Isit fair to say they kind of rose around the summer 2020 protest response 
after the death of George Floyd? 

A _ Yeah, that's fair to say. 

Q Were you aware of any of the discussions within the White House about 
invoking the Insurrection Act? 

A | knew those discussions were being had, but | wasn't in any meetings where 
they were discussed. 

Q Who was having those discussions? 

A | vaguely remember -- | guess it was -- | actually don't remember. 

Q Were you aware that there was considerable pushback by leadership at 


DOD, including Secretary Esper -- 


A Yes. 

Q_ --to invoke the Insurrection Act? 

A Yes. 

Q How did you become aware of that? 

A | think he gave a news conference about it or was asked a question at a press 
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conference. 

Q Well, did you have any discussions with the former President about kind of 
the two diametrically opposed positions between the White House and DOD leadership 
about invoking the Insurrection Act during this time? 

A | don't remember doing that, but | know that he was, you know, frustrated 
with him coming out publicly -- which is why | think it was a press conference -- and 
basically going against something that he had mentioned was on the table and basically 
taking it off the table, which his standard, like, negotiating for him would be everything's 
always on the table, you know, you're not the person to say what's on and off the table. 
So | think he was kind of frustrated with that. 

Q Meaning, the President thought the Insurrection Act should still be on the 
table and not just be dismissed by DOD. Is that what you're saying? 

A | don't know specifically about the Insurrection Act, but | do know generally 
that's how he views it, yes. 

Q_ Are you familiar with the events of June 1st at Lafayette Square when the 
President walked to the church with General Milley, Secretary Esper, Attorney General 
Barr, Chad Wolf? 

A Yes. 

Mr. Warrington. Can you lay the predicate for me as to how that's relevant to 
the topics of the subpoena and the scope of the House resolution? 

1 Sure. This goes to the firing of Secretary Esper on 
November 11th, which goes to the aspect of the inquiry regarding the stability of the 
government during the Trump administration and decisions that were made during that 
time. 


Mr. Warrington. Well, according to this letter from the White House, | don't see 
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that they've -- to the extent that there were conversations that the President or other 
staff members had in the executive branch relating to activities in the summer of 2020. 

Number one, | don't see how it's pertinent to the issues contained in the House 
resolution and the topics of the subpoena. But, more importantly, it does not appear to 
be something that the White House has said that they're waiving executive privilege on. 

oo K=—<— 2 Yeah. Are you invoking the privilege about the question? 

Mr. Warrington. | don't think it's our position to invoke our position of 
privilege -- our position to invoke privilege. But the fact that the White House hasn't 
waived it, | think, you know, this is a topic of conversation that there should be 
government counsel here for. 

i —$—=44 Well, | believe it goes through the broad topic -- this would fall 

under obstruct the transfer of power. 

In any event, we can move on._ If there is a question where you assert the 
privilege, we can go back to this.

Q Sol think | just asked about the June 1st. And, Mr. Warrington, so you're 
aware, the June 1st appearance of Secretary Esper led to an apology by General Milley for 
his appearance there, as well as an internal apology by Secretary Esper within DOD, which 
Mr. McEntee can answer | believe had a direct impact on increasing the tension between 
President Trump and Secretary Esper. 

Is that fair to say, Mr. McEntee? 


A Yeah, that's fair to say. 
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Q_ And|'m going to direct you now to exhibit 3. 

Do you have that in front of you or can we put it up onthe screen? Are you 
familiar with that document? 

A Yes. 

Q Who drafted this? 

A This was drafted in the personnel office. 

Q Did you personally draft it? 

A | didn't personally draft it, but | worked on it with others. 


And do you know when this was drafted? 


> Pp 


I don't. Some time in 2020, but | don't remember specifically. 

Q If we could just go through some of these reasons, as far as -- it appears to 
be a list of reasons as to why Mr. Esper should be -- Dr. Esper should be fired, correct? 

A Yes. 

Q So the first one is, "Consistently breaks from POTUS' direction, has failed to 
see through his priorities." Just generally -- do you know what that -- what were the 
priorities that Dr. Esper was not following through on? 

A | think most had to do with troop movement, like, withdraws from certain 
countries. 

Q = Which countries? 

A Germany, and then obviously Afghanistan. 

Q And was that something that had been -- you had conveyed as a priority to 
Secretary Esper? 

A He was aware it was one of the President's priorities, yeah. 

Q _ Bullet point 4 there is, "Publicly opposed the President's direction to utilize 


American forces to put down riots just outside the White House in the Nation's capital, 
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limiting the President's decision space." And the footnote there is, "Esper opposes the 
Insurrection Act." 

That's just -- that's the events that we just described in the summer, correct? 

A Correct. 

Q "Issued a policy that bars the display of the Confederate flag on military 
installation, after the President supported such displays as freedom of speech." And 
there's a number of other issues here. 

Now, I'm just wondering, when this is drafted, obviously it's drafted after the 
summer events, was there a discussion that you were involved that conveyed the 
frustration the White House was having with Secretary Esper? 

A Was there -- sorry. What's the question? 

Q Was there a conversation with the Secretary about these frustrations that 
are laid out here in this memo? 

A Not by me, no. 

Q Who would've had that conversation? 

A | knew many -- | know this conversation happened many times on all of 
these different issues, but | wasn't -- | wasn't in any of those meetings. | just know it's 
been discussed. 

Q  Soifamemo comes out of your office such as this, what's the purpose of it, 
who would ask for it, and where does it go? 

A This was -- this was probably something we drafted for the chief of staff, | 
would imagine. 

Q_ Athis request? 

A No. Itdidn'thaveto be. Sometimes things were requested or sometimes 


people wanted to be proactive. 
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Q While you're drafting this, was there a consideration of who the replacement 
would be? 

A While we were drafting this? Not that I'm aware of, no. 

Q When did the name Chris Miller come into play in terms of a replacement for 
Secretary Esper? 

A Very close to the time Esper was asked to resign it was -- Chris Miller had 
just been confirmed by the Senate for the counterterrorism role, so it seemed like he was 
one of the few people with Senate confirmation that was capable of doing the job. 

Q Did you have any discussions with him about taking over the position of the 
Secretary of Defense during the time period between August through November or 
September? 

A Between August and September, no, | don't recall ever doing that. 

Q So you're saying it was closer to -- let me just understand what you're saying. 

You're saying Chris Miller's name was floated closer to the actual firing -- 

A Yes. 

Q- --of Secretary Esper? And understand that was November -- 

A Sometime in November. 

Q = -- November 11th. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q You may be aware Secretary Miller -- Acting Secretary Miller did speak to the 
committee, and when asked when the discussions started about him potentially taking 
over the Secretary of Defense position he responded, quote, "And as you said, it was the 
worst kept secret about some of the tensions between former [sic] Trump and Secretary 
Esper." 


"Could you give a time estimate as" -- question: "Could you give a time estimate 
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as to when it was brought to your attention, whether it's through John McEntee or 


somebody else that you were being considered?" 


Answer: "You know, how -- we all know how Washington, D.C., is with a lot of 


gossip and the rumors going around. So it was the summer, probably August through 


September, it became pretty clear. That was -- but | don't recall exactly when | realized 


that | was in consideration, but it was in that summer that the conversation became more 


developed." 


Does that sound accurate that there were summer conversations between you 


and Acting Secretary Miller?

| don't remember having a conversation about him being the Secretary of 


Defense that early on, but it's very possible.

We thought he had the qualifications to be the Acting Secretary of Defense, 


What does that mean? 


Mr. Warrington. Again, I'm going to raise the issue here. 


The Witness. That was the role we were filling. 
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Mr. Warrington. Hang ona second, John. 

I'm going to raise the issue here. We're now talking about personnel decisions 
with regard to the Department of Defense. Again, the White House letter does not 
waive executive privilege with regard to personnel discussions or personnel decisions at 
any other agency other than what it seems to me the Department of Justice. 

So getting into the details of asking why, what were the qualifications, how the 
process undertook the discussions around that, first of all, | still don't see the pertinence 
of that, the fact that he was made Acting Secretary of Defense. 

Once that's done, you can ask questions about that going forward, how that 
impacted the post-election period. It's the topic, the time frame covered in the 
subpoena. But, again, we're just getting into sort of a free for all of, what were your 
personnel decisions at various agencies, why did you choose certain people, and there's 
just no linkage other than a generic linkage that they were in the Trump administration 
during that particular period of time post-election to January 6th. And don't think 
that's sufficient. 

You know, | think it's outside the scope of the subpoena. | also think it's 
problematic from the White House's perspective. 

ae | don't believe any of my questions have triggered any assertion 
of privilege. So the White House letter should not come into play. | do understand 
your concern about the scope of the inquiry. 

Mr. Warrington. You're asking about the decisionmaking process about the 
appointment of the Assistant Secretary or the Acting Secretary of Defense. 

S| asked about Mr. McEntee's decisionmaking process, not about 
the President's. 


Mr. Warrington. You asked -- he was the director of presidential personnel at 
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the time. So that is exactly the type of question that | think goes into the consideration 
for the executive branch for personnel, and that doesn't appear to be covered by this 
White House letter. 

And | don't think it's necessary to get where you're going. _| mean, if you would 
ask questions about the topics in the subpoena, you know, | think we'd be fine, but this, 
you know -- 


ft Understood. We're moving forward. 


Mr. Warrington. [Inaudible] we're so far in this. 

Q Mr. McEntee, did you have any conversations with Chris Miller about the 
Insurrection Act prior to him becoming the Secretary of Defense? 

A Not that I recall. 

Q  Doyou remember kind of calling him and asking about the import of it and 
him explaining to you the history of the Insurrection Act and when it's used? 

A The way you say it, | do remember possibly having a conversation about 
that, but vaguely remember. | don't know if | asked him at the time when it was being 
talked about or -- it sounds familiar the way you phrased it that he had -- maybe he called 
me and explained something to me about it. | don't remember. 

Q_ He said it was during the same time frame between August to September 
that you were, quote, "information gathering" about -- to try and attempt to understand 
the Insurrection Act. 

Do you remember why you were having that conversation? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Did you have a similar conversation with Colonel Douglas Macgregor about 


the Insurrection Act? 
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A | had a few different discussions with Macgregor, so it's very possible. But | 
don't remember specifically asking him about it. But he could've mentioned it, yeah. 

Q___I|'m going to go back to -- Secretary Esper's firing was November 9th of 2020. 
Can you just describe what your involvement was on that day? 

A Yeah. | just -- | told Chris Miller to come to the White House. | believe it 
was that same day. And| think he met with the President. He told him, you know, 
good luck, you'll be great in this role, that kind of a thing. 

| think the President tweeted a statement about Esper being terminated. And | 
just know we were deciding how we were going to get Chris over to the Department of 
Defense. And | forget who, but some staffer went with him overthere. And that's all | 
remember. 

Q Mr. McEntee, just going back to exhibit 3, the Mark Esper memo there, it's 
our understanding that was drafted October 19th. Andas| just mentioned, Secretary 
Esper wasn't fired until November 9th. Do you have any insight into why he wasn't -- he 
was fired on that day? 

A No. |think a lot of the big changes were going to happen in a potential 
second term, so that's what everyone was waiting for. At that time, | don't know where 
we were at with the election, but it seems like it was pretty close to the election still, so -- 

Q Well, actually, November 7th, Joe Biden was declared the President-elect 
and this firing occurred 2 days after that. 

A Uh-huh. Yeah. Sol think beforehand the reason it wasn't moved on was 
because we were thinking more second term, you know, why would we need to do that 
now. And then if the time frame you're giving -- so | think the President and everyone 
agreed that if he did somehow only have a short period of time to work with, you know, if 


there wasn't going to be a second term, he should make a change sooner rather than 
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later to see if some of his priorities could get done before we left in January. 

Q  Sowas the expectation for Chris Miller to be a second term Secretary of 
Defense or to really carry out the administration for the last 70 days? 

A Yeah, the latter. 

Q What were those priorities, as you knew them to be, in those last 70 days of 
the administration? 

A Yeah. The only ones | knew for sure were the troop withdrawals from 
different countries. 

Q Did you also discuss the appointment of Kash Patel as chief of staff with 
Secretary -- with Mr. Miller? 

A Yes. 

Q_ Anddid you know Mr. Patel before? 

A | only knew him since the second run at the White House. | didn't know 
him before that. But! knew him before his role as chief of staff, yeah, because he 
worked at the NSC. 

Q_ And how familiar were you with him when he was at the NSC? 

A Pretty familiar, yeah. We spoke pretty frequently. 

Q How would you describe his relationship with the President at that time, 
before taking on the chief of staff role? 

A They had a good relationship. | mean, he was in, you know, some of the 
national security meetings and stuff. So he knew him. He knew who he was. 

Q Whose idea was it for Kash Patel to become Mr. Miller's chief of staff? 

Mr. Warrington. Again, we're getting into personnel decisions at the 
Department of Defense. | don't see how this connects to January 6th or any of these 


topics. 
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= sos] Mr. Warrington, it's been publicly reported that there were key 


appointments made during this time after President Joe Biden was declared the incoming 
President January 20th. Kash Patel is one of these key appointments that has to do with 
obstructing the transfer of power, which is part of the House Resolution 503 mandate.

So what's the question? 

Q Whose idea was it to recommend Kash Patel for the role of chief of staff? 

A From what | remember, it was all three. Kash wanted to do it, Chris 
wanted it to happen, and our office thought it was a good idea. So it was, like, 
collaborative. 

Q But there were some other appointments that were considered for Kash 
Patel after he took over as chief of staff. Are you aware of the White House considering 
him for the position of Deputy Director at the FBI? 

A I'm not aware of that actually being seriously considered, no. 

Q Whether it was serious or not, were you aware that it was discussed? 

A | don't remember that being discussed, no. 

Q A White House official told the committee that on more than one occasion 
Mark Meadows spoke with administration officials about appointing Kash Patel to be the 
Deputy Director, including yourself about that. 

Were you familiar with any conversation with -- 

A I'm familiar with a -- I'm familiar with conversations happening where he was 
going to be potentially appointed as the deputy to a different agency. 

Q  Tothe CIA? 


A Yes. 
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Q And who did you have those conversations with? 

A | believe that was Mark Meadows, yeah. 

Q Just going back to the FBI Director position, Mr. Patel also spoke to the 
committee and said that he spoke to you about a potential appointment to be Deputy 
Director to the Bureau and to the CIA. 

So let's just take the Bureau position first. You don't have any memory of having 
any conversation about that? 

A | remember him talking about that was his dream job, but | don't remember 
it ever seriously being considered. 

Q_ The Bureau job or the CIA job? 

A The Bureau. The CIA one was actually considered. 

Q The same White House official said that election fraud was one of the factors 
that was evaluated in the consideration of Mr. Patel's appointment to -- 

Mr. Warrington. Can you identify the official that made that statement, please? 


——— Not at this time, no. 


Mr. Warrington. Is that from the investigation or is that a press report? 


Se No, that's from the investigation. The White House official 
told the committee. 

Q  Doyou remember putting a priority of investigating election fraud claims as 
one of Mr. Patel's priorities if he were appointed to either position? 

A No, | don't remember that. 

Q Whether it's foreign election interference at the CIA or any type of election 
interference at the Bureau, were you involved in any of those discussions? 


A | don't remember ever hearing that, no. 
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Q And just to get back to the CIA position. You do remember having a 
conversation with Mark Meadows about that position, correct? 

A Yes. 

Q_ And you were aware that he called Ms. Haspel, who threatened to resign if 
that appointment would occur? 

A That sounds familiar, yeah. 

Q_ Anddid you have a conversation with Mr. Patel after that? 

A Probably. 

Q Well, were you aware -- did you provide reasons as to why that appointment 
did not happen? 

A Oh, | see. Yeah, if Meadows called or whoever -- were you saying 
Meadows called Haspel? 

Q_ That's publicly reported, yeah. 

A Yeah. Then! would have been the one to, yeah, let Kash know that it 
wasn't happening, yeah. 

Q  Soyour role there was kind of to take whatever guidance Mr. Meadows 
provided you about following through on such an appointment. Is that fair to say? 

A Yeah, that's fairto say. Yeah. 

Q  SoMr. Patel, again, spoke to the committee and he said that he spoke with 
you after not receiving the FBI and CIA appointments and he recalled that you said in 
passing that, quote, "The President just decided not to do it." 

Do you remember having a conversation with the President about these 
appointments? 

A | don't remember, no. | think it was Meadows relaying that message to me, 


from what | remember. 
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Q  Anddid you push back at all with Mr. Meadows in the sense of still believing 
that Mr. Patel was the -- should be considered for a potential appointment? 
A At that particular time, | don't remember pushing back, no. 


(Okay. =| want to move on to another -- do you have anything?

el Oh, yes, go ahead.

Q Going back to the possibility of Kash Patel being appointed as Deputy 
Director of the FBI, do you know whether Attorney General Barr had a position on that? 

A | know Barr did not like Kash Patel, yeah. 

Q Okay. And how do you know that? 

A _ That was -- that was -- | don't know if it was somebody in counsel's office or 
that was just a known -- that was a known thing. 

Q = Anddo you know what his reason was for not liking Kash Patel? 

A No. 1|think he viewed him as being a little too aggressive, perhaps, but | 
don't -- | was never given an actual reason, no. 

Q Okay. Inthe book "Peril" by Bob Woodward and Robert Costa the authors 
state that Attorney General Barr told Mr. Meadows that the appointment of Kash Patel as 
Deputy Director of the FBI would happen, quote, "over my dead body. Do you think 
that son of a bitch is going over there and command respect from these guys? They'll 
eat him alive," end quote. 

Do you know whether that's accurate? 


A | don't, but | know that sentiment is accurate.

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Q | wanted to go back to some other DOD appointments, Mr. McEntee, to 
understand your involvement in those. 

Ezra Cohen was prior -- was already at DOD and then received, | believe, a 
promotion at the same time Mr. Patel went over there. 

Are you familiar with Ezra Cohen? 

A Yes. 


Q Were you involved with that internal movement within DOD? 


> 


Yes. 

Q And why did that happen? 

A | don't remember if that was a vacancy he was filling or if we moved 
somebody out from the position. But he was -- it was around the same time when Chris 
Miller went over there. There were just different opportunities that happened, and we 
moved some people around. 

Q What about Tony Tata? 

A Yeah. Yeah, he was -- 

Q What position did he take over? 

A | don't know if he was a senior adviser or if he was -- because | think he was 
in an acting capacity as well. And! know we wanted him to do something with policy 
because he had interviewed for that position, but | don't know if he ended up doing that 
in an acting capacity or not or was just an adviser.

Well, if it has nothing to do with the election, then | fail to see 
the pertinence of this policy decision, whether they were -- 

aaa Sure. | mean, it -- 

[Cross-talk. ] 

Mr. Warrington. -- support the development of missile systems, ships, you know, 
some policy decision. | just don't see how that connects to the election-related matters 
here. 

Saas Sure. Sol believe Mr. McEntee's answer would be that they 
discussed that a shared priority that they had was getting troops out of Afghanistan and 
Somalia, which then directly relates to the November 11th order that | believe Mr. 
McEntee has a role in drafting. And that has to do with, again, maintaining the power 
within the government that is part of the mandate or obstructing the transfer of power. 


[Cross-talk. ] 
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Mr. Warrington. -- the policy positions of an administration with regard to 
defense policy ipso facto becomes part of obstruction of the peaceful transfer of power? 


SSA No. That's not what | said. 


Mr. Warrington. Well, that seems to be precisely what you said. 
—— Well, | can explain it to you. 

Mr. Warrington. If the issue was, does this individual support the development 
of a particular missile system, how does that connect to -- that might be the priority of 
the administration. How does that connect the election-related issues that are the topic 
of this subpoena and within the mandate of the government's -- the House resolution? 

|| So, Mr. Warrington, the committee is aware that Colonel 
Douglas McGregor was interviewed by Mr. McEntee for 30 minutes on November 9th. 
On that same day, they discussed the priority of withdrawing troops from Afghanistan 
and Somalia. 

Later that day, a memo was drafted with exactly that purpose, to withdraw troops 
from Afghanistan and Somalia. That memo, from our understanding, was not vetted by 
any anyone within DOD or within NSC and landed in the hands of General Milley on 
November 11th. 

Mr. Warrington. Okay. And what is the election-related connection? 

aS This is not an election-related question. 

Mr. Warrington. Okay. Well, where is that connected to the interference with 
the peaceful transfer of power? 

——$———= Well, an order from the White House that has not gone through 
any particular type of process within DOD impacts the actual maintenance and transfer of 
power. Other witnesses have answered this question -- 


Mr. Warrington. | don't really care what other witnesses have answered. I'm 
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here representing Mr. McEntee. And | don't care how you stretch it; | don't see how 
that connects to anything in this House resolution or anything in this subpoena. Sol 
don't think that's a proper topic, and | don't think he should answer that question. 

You can move on -- the fact that McGregor was appointed or not is a fact you can 
certainly ask about. You can certainly ask about what he did after he was appointed 
that is connected to this. 

But if you want to ask questions about did Mr. McGregor support this policy or 
Mr. McGregor support that policy that's unconnected to any of this stuff, you're asking 
about an administration's political decisions that is not relevant to the subject matter of 
this committee. 

These aren't questions about administration's political 
considerations. It's the actions Mr. McEntee took concerning the drafting of an 
unvetted order to withdraw troops from Afghanistan and Somalia and Mr. McGregor's 
role in that. 

Mr. Warrington. And, again, how does the withdrawal of troops, the support of 
or the opposition to, connect to anything related to January 6th or interference with the 
peaceful transition of power? 

Po Mr. Warrington, there's a number of press reports about orders 
that were drafted during this crucial time period after it was clear President Trump was 
not going to stay in power. Yet and still, orders were drafted and did not go througha 
normal process. That -- 

Mr. Warrington. Are you suggesting that immediately after President Biden was 
declared the winner that the Trump administration had no power to act as the 


Government of the United States? 


——— I'm not suggesting that, Mr. Warrington. 
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Mr. Warrington. Okay. So then the policy decisions by the then-in-power 
administration that has nothing to do with the election or obstructing the peaceful 
transfer of power, it's not just not germane to this topic -- or, germane to this hearing.

Mr. Warrington. -- | would suggest that you move on.

Mr. Warrington. Again, please lay the predicate of how that is actually 
connected to the topics of this subpoena or the House resolution. 
a= Mr. Warrington, if an order goes out that has not gone through 
a normal process within DOD, it could impact the transfer of power. 


Mr. Warrington. How? 


PF We get to ask the questions, not answer them. 
— | I'm not going to go into that further with you. — I'm -- 


Mr. Warrington. You're asking a question -- 
——— | I'm repeating myself. 

Mr. Warrington. Yeah, you're repeating yourself and saying the same thing 
that's not satisfactory, because you cannot connect that memorandum, those decisions, 
to anything to do with a top -- this is not an inquiry into, hey, the policy positions of the 
guy that we don't like or the administration we don't like, that we replaced, 
whatever -- it's not a general inquiry into those things. 

We're happy to sit here and talk about the things that are germane to the subject 
matter of this subpoena and the House resolution. But I've given you quite a bit of 


latitude in going far afield, you know, running down gossip and things like that, and | think 
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this is just a waste of time, and | think it's improper. 

So, unless you have some other -- you know, you have failed -- I've asked you 
three times. You've failed to connect it. | suggest you move on. 

And if we have to have this debate, you know, in another place, we can have it. | 
can talk to |. But | fail to see the pertinence of this entire line of questioning 
about this McGregor thing to the topics of this House resolution or this subpoena. 

Ss So you referenced me; | am here. | just want to understand, are 
you instructing your client not to answer? And if so, what's your basis for instructing 
him not to answer? 

Mr. Warrington. It's outside the scope of the subpoena, and it's outside the 
scope of the House resolution. 

| have asked three times for the pertinence of this topic to be connected to one of 
those two things and have yet to receive a satisfactory answer, other than some 
platitudes about, you know, if they issue a policy that's not perfectly done within the 
administrative procedures, that that somehow impacts the peaceful transition of power.

Mr. Warrington. | think you can answer if you drafted it. 
The Witness. If | drafted a memo? What was the question again? 
—$—=——= + What was your role in drafting or discussing a November 11th 
memo to withdraw troops from Afghanistan and Somalia? 
The Witness. Yeah, it was drafted in our office. Yeah. | mean -- 
|| And describe how that happened. 
Mr. Warrington. Okay. That's where I'm going to object. It's not pertinent to 
anything in the House resolution or in the subpoena. 
a Did you provide it to DOD? 
Mr. Warrington. Again, these are communications between officials within the 
executive branch which are not pertinent to the House resolution nor the subpoena. 
And it's not a topic that has been waived by the White House Counsel with regard 
to executive privilege. So, at a minimum, | think you've got to get an, you know, 
executive-branch lawyer in here if you're going to start asking these questions. 
aa: Let me understand that objection. So he's not -- you're 
instructing him not to answer because why? He can respond to the question of -- 
Mr. Warrington. | am suggesting that, outside of my objection and instruction 


not to answer, you're also going into questions about policy decisions and 
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communications between executive-branch members on matters that are not relevant to 
the topics either in the subpoena or in the House resolution and are not topics that were 
explicitly waived as far as executive privilege. | think you ought to check with the White 
House about that. 

ad We have checked with the White House about this. This topic 
has been waived. 

Mr. Warrington. Okay. You've got the letter. Can you point to me where it's 
waived and when? 

—, I'm sorry, it's not explicitly in the letter. As | stated, it would 
have to do with the transfer of power, which -- that phrase is in the letter. 

Mr. Warrington. So -- well, if you read that letter, that's not init. This is talking 
about widespread voter fraud and other efforts to alter the election results or obstruct 
the transfer of power. 

Whether to pull out of Afghanistan or not and how that was communicated 
between executive-branch members still has no connection to any of those three topics. 

ae | think you're missing the key fact that Mr. McEntee drafted it 
out of the Presidential Personnel Office and it did not go through any vetting of the actual 
decisionmakers within DOD. 

Mr. Warrington. I'm not missing that. | still fail to see how that's connected.

=e | Okay. So, as the record stands now, Mr. Warrington, the head

Mr. Warrington. Well, the record is all jacked up because -- 

ie ee -- Presidential Personnel Office drafted an order and went to 
the President to sign off on withdrawing troops. So it went from the PPO to the 
President. If that's how you want the record to stand, that's fine.

Q Mr. McEntee, | believe you said that the November 11th memo was drafted 
out of your office. 
A Yes. 
Q What happened next? 
Got the President to sign it, and then | emailed it to the Department of 
Defense. 
Q Who did you email it to at Department of Defense? 
A Most likely Kash Patel. But! couldn't say definitively. | believe it was 
Kash, who was the chief of staff. 
Q___ Did you discuss the language of the memo with Douglas McGregor? 
A Yes. 
Q_ Andanyone else? 
A Just the assistant that helped me put it together. 
Q And was this a -- was this memo something that came out of your office, or 
were you directed to do so? 
A No, it came out of our office. 
| mean, the directives to McGregor that | handwrote were given by the President. 
When he went over to the Department of Defense, he then called, let us know, hey, 
they're not going to do anything we want, or the President wants, without a directive. 
So we asked, okay, so what do you need? He gives us the information, we type it up 


exactly as he says it, get the President to sign it, send it over. 
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Q Understood. 

So, on November 9th, when you first interviewed and met Colonel Douglas 
McGregor, is it fair to say you discussed this decision of withdrawing from Somalia and 
Afghanistan, correct? 

A Yeah, I'm sure that was part of it. Yeah. 

Q And that was -- the position that he was taking over there was senior advisor 
to the Secretary of Defense. Is that correct? 

A Yes. 

Q_ So, on that same day, just so I'm clear, he responded back to you that they, 
meaning DOD leadership, was not going to take any of those steps without an order. 

A Without a directive, yeah. 

Q Did he indicate who he spoke to? 


A No, he didn't. 


Q_ Andis that what occurred prior to you drafting this? 

A Yes, 

Q Did you speak to anybody at the White House about that? 

A Well, it had been talked about for months, about the President's priorities 


and that they weren't moving onthem. But, at that particular moment, no. 

Q_ And just the timing of this, Mr. McEntee. Why was it important at that 
time, again, November 9th, after -- you're kind of in the last 70 days of the 
administration -- to execute on this type of massive withdrawal? 

A Well, | think some of these were the President's priorities -- | mean, he 
talked about them in 2015 and 2016, and they were some of his, you know, 
early-in-the-administration agenda items that he wanted to see through. So think, 


knowing that, you know, we may not have more than 70 days left, he wanted to try to 
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achieve some of them. 

But he had been -- they had been talked about, obviously, for many years, you 
know. Sol think when we appointed a new person to the position, they needed to be 
made known what the top priorities were. So that's what we relayed. 

And then, when it was relayed back that no one's going to move on these 
priorities, then we sent over a memo. 

Q_ And|think you said before we broke that it was not typical for the Personnel 
Policy Office to issue such a decision about withdrawing troops, correct? 

A Yeah, that's correct. 

Q Did you have any discussion with DOD leadership about this other 
than -- and I'm not saying Colonel Douglas McGregor was leadership, but did you have 
any discussion with anyone other than Douglas McGregor about this? 

A About these priorities, yes, with Chris Miller and everyone. About this 
directive, this memo, no. Sending it over would've been the -- 

Q And when you sent it over to Kash Patel, did you discuss it with him? 

A No. 

Q Now, obviously, there was pushback to this. At that time, did you become 
aware that General Milley -- Secretary Miller came to the White House in response to 
receiving this order that you sent to Kash Patel? 

A Yes. | think -- | think, even going in, we knew that's what would happen. 

Q_ And, then, ultimately what occurred after they said, no, we're not going to 
do this? 

A No, | think it was, like, a very direct memo, and, at least in our mind, it was a 
good starting point and would get them all to come to the President and talk about what 


they actually could do and work through things, instead of just blowing it off, you know. 
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So, in that sense, it did work. 

| mean, | don't know -- | wasn't in the meetings, but | think they might've achieved 
the Somalia withdrawal or -- you know, there was some -- something that came out of it. 
But | wasn't in those meetings. 

Q_ Sois it fair to say, Mr. McEntee, you knew that sending this order over 
outside the normal channels could trigger at least a conversation about the actual 
priorities of former President Trump with DOD? 

A Yeah. 

Q_ And, as you said, there was a withdrawal from Somalia at that time. Did 
you have any direct -- later that year, actually. 

Did you have any direct conversations with Robert O'Brien about the impact of 
this directive? 

A He called me shortly after, after | sent it to DOD. 

Q Did he express his frustration with -- 

A No. He made it, like, a lighthearted -- you know, like, a lighthearted 
comment and that we're going to talk to the President about it and we're going to get it 
done, you know, we're going to -- something like that. 

Q_ So let me just go back to you sending the memo, then. Was that -- did you 
believe at the time you sent it to Kash Patel that it ultimately could be acted upon? Or 
were you aware that this was never going to be acted upon? 

A No, | wasn't aware it would never be acted upon, but | assumed that this 
would trigger them all coming to the White House to see the President.

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Q Did this memo go through any kind of Staff Secretary process? 

A No. 

Q Why not? 

A At the time, | think that we were just -- the urgency of it. You know, we

Q_ Sodid the President ultimately end up revoking the memo? 
A | guess, technically, yes. 
Q Was there any paperwork associated with that, or did he just orally do so? 
A | was not in the meetings for that. | don't know how that came about,

Q Was the urgency because everyone knew that the administration was ending 
in less than 70 days? 
A No. I'm just referring to the new team starting there, you know, sort of 
hitting the ground running.

Q Did you see that as the end date? 
A | thought it was -- | thought it was likely. Yeah.

A | don't remember many details. Just talking about him in that role and how 
he could take it on. It's not a Senate-confirmed position, so | explained that, and | think 
we talked about a little bit of a pushback.

Ms. Cheney. Mr. McEntee, did you talk to Robert O'Brien before you 
drafted -- or your office drafted the order? 

The Witness. | mean, | talked to him -- about that specific order? Or about -- 

Ms. Cheney. Yes. 

The Witness. --whattopic? No. No. 

Ms. Cheney. So, when you talked to him after, could you just describe that 
conversation, please? 

The Witness. Yeah. He made sort of a lighthearted comment, like -- | think he 
addressed me as his, you know, National Security Advisor or, you know, something like 


that, and then said, don't worry, we're going to meet with the President and we're going 
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to work it all out. 

Ms. Cheney. And the "don't worry" was in what context? 

The Witness. Like, we're going to -- we're going to get some of these priorities 
done. That kind of context. 

Ms. Cheney. Allright. Thanks.

Q Mr. McEntee, are you familiar with Chris Krebs -- 

A Yes. 

Q_ --the former CISA Director? 

Ultimately, he was fired on November 17th. Were you aware of any 
dissatisfaction with Mr. Krebs during the summertime? 

A During the summertime? | don't recall anything during the summer, no. 

Q When did you first become aware that there was frustration with Mr. Krebs 
by the White House? 

A When his office sent out a statement about the election. 

Q And that statement, are you referring to the November 12th statement? 

Something about the "securest election in history." | don't know the date. 

Q Before we get into that, though, was there any discussion within your office 
or within the White House itself about the messaging by CISA of the security of mail-in 
ballots? 

A The messaging -- is this post-election? 

Q_ This would be pre-election. In the summertime, CISA put a number of 
products and Mr. Krebs was in the public view a lot talking about the efforts they were 
taking to make sure this was a secure election. 


A That sounds familiar, but | don't remember having a particular interest in 
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that. 

Q Were you aware of any efforts to fire Bryan Ware, the Assistant Director of 
CISA, during the summer? 

A Sounds familiar, but | don't remember that. 

Q_ Chris Krebs spoke to the committee and mentioned that there was a desire 
by PPO to fire Ware, to fire Bryan Ware, but he convinced people there to wait until at 
least the election occurred. 

Are you familiar with those conversations? 

A No. The name sounds familiar, though. It could've come up in one of the 
interviews or -- and, like most things, we were waiting till a potential second term to 
move any people around. 

Q___ Did you at any point pose questions to Chris Krebs along those, kind of, 
loyalty questions we talked earlier? 

A | did not, but, in the position he was in, he probably did an interview with 
our office. 

Q Okay. And was there a sense that there were certain CISA appointees, 
Chris Krebs included, that were more aligned with Kirstjen Nielsen and not necessarily 
placing President Trump's priorities? 

A Yeah, DHS in general had a lot of that. But, pre-election, | don't remember 
ever really knowing about Chris Krebs. 

Q___I|'m going to show you on the screen -- | believe it's exhibit 46. 

Thanks, aaa 

Have you seen this document before, Mr. McEntee? 

A It looks like something that would've come from our office. Yeah. 


Q- Okay. It looks like -- 
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A But | don't remember this particular one. 

Q__ It looks like, similar to the Esper memo, it's a number of -- there are some 
reasons there in terms of Chris Krebs’ dismissal. 

A Uh-huh. 

Q Do you remember how this memo was generated by your office? 

A No. This would be similar to the Esper one. The Esper one | remember 
looking at beforehand. This one! don't remember. | mean, I'm sure I've seen it, but | 
don't remember creating it or anything. But it's definitely from our office. | mean, this 
is the format we would use. 

Q_ The fourth-to-the-last bullet there says, "Wife posted a family photo on 
Facebook with the Biden-Harris logo watermarked at the bottom." 

Is that something that would cause concern within your office -- 

A Yes. 

Q - -- one of your -- why is that? 

A Well, | don't think the Biden administration would expect a Trump supporter 
to be a political appointee of the President, so -- 

Q_ Even if they're married to -- 

A It seems odd, you know. 

Q "Permitted a Black Lives Matter townhall to take place in June." Did that 
cause concern to the PPO? 

A Yeah, that would probably cause concern. 

Q = Andwhyis that? 

A That doesn't seem like something that should be taking place at the 
Department of Homeland Security. 


QA Black Lives townhall matter? — Is that right? 
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A Yeah. 

Q And the bullet point before that, "Has protected never-Trump appointees 
like Bryan Ware and pushes other appointees to the side." 

A Okay. What about that? 

Q What -- and Bryan Ware is the person that | mentioned. Does that refresh 
your recollection at all? 

A No. But the name is familiar. 

Q  Anddo you know -- do you have any idea of when this was drafted? 

| don't. 

Q_ And, just, we've talked a little bit about the process of the firing and how it 
comes -- how PPO gets involved. But now that we've seen two of these memos, is this 
something that you direct your staff to do once somebody -- you become aware of 
somebody who might not be loyal to the Trump administration? 

A __ This is something typical -- if there is some problem that's brought up 
multiple times, we'll have whatever person at PPO who's in charge of this portfolio -- so 
this would be, like, the national security portfolio. We'll have to, like, look at something 
and have it broken down to base our decision off of or to, you know, at least have in the 
back of our mind when we're meeting about this particular person. You know, it's not 
enough, just the hearsay stuff. So they'll draft things like this, yeah. 

Q  Andone other one onhere: "Employs Matt Masterson as the senior 
advisor and lead on election security. Masterson was the head of Obama's Election 
Assistance Commission as an appointment then." 

So that was a red flag also to PPO about Mr. Krebs? 

A Usually, being an appointee in a Democrat administration would -- we'd 


have to look into it, yeah. 
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Q So what problems were you aware of regarding Mr. Krebs that prompted the 
drafting of this memo? 

A | don't remember any. | don't know the timeframe of this. And this 
could've been closer to his firing, or this could've been while we were conducting the 
interviews, which would've been the summer. But probably closer to the firing, | would 
imagine. 

Q Okay. 

So you mentioned a statement that was put out, and | think we have that to show 
you. That's November 12th of 2020, where CISA put out a joint statement from the 
Election Infrastructure Government Coordinating Council and the Election Infrastructure 
Sector Coordinating Executive Committee that stated, "The November 3rd election was 
the most secure in American history." 

A Uh-huh. 

Q_ "There is no evidence that any voting system deleted or lost votes, changed 
votes, or was in any way compromised." 

So when did you become aware of this statement that was issued? 

A Once it was released. 

Q And what was your reaction? 

A | don't remember my particular reaction, but | know there were people 
upset with it that worked in the White House. 

Q Who were those people? 

A Well, | know the President and Mark Meadows were talking about it for sure. 
Others, but | don't recall exactly who. 

Q Did you have any discussions with the President or Mark Meadows about the 


impact of this statement? 
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A | don't remember doing that at the time, no. 

Q  Orwas the dissatisfaction essentially because it said it was a secure election 
and President Trump had indeed lost the election? 

A | think the dissatisfaction was more the timing. This was still November, 
and they thought it was too early to put out a statement like that when it appeared things 
were still up in the air, or at least investigating the portion that he's saying was so secure. 

Q Were you involved in the decision to fire Chris Krebs? 

A The termination letter came from me, but it was collaborative. | know 
Meadows, the President, and the Agency head were all made aware of it and discussed it 
a few times. 

Q_ The Agency head would've been Chad Wolf at the time? 

A Yes, 

Q When you say they discussed it, did they discuss it before President Trump 
tweeted the firing of Chris Krebs? 

A Yes. 

Q Was it conveyed to Chris Krebs prior to the President's tweet? 

A | think that he was being talked about was conveyed to him. | don't know if 
that he was actually going to be fired was ever conveyed to him. | mean, it was 
conveyed in the termination letter | sent, but that was simultaneous with the tweet. 

Q And what were the reasons for the firing? 

A From what | recall, he was not -- there was something asked of him by DHS. 
| don't recall exactly what it was. But, aside from this statement, it seemed that he was 
sort of just on this -- | don't know what you'd call it -- you know, 
trying-to-be-in-the-limelight kind of a thing, and it didn't seem like he was going to do his 


job. 
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Q Hadn't he already done his job by securing the integrity of the election? 

A No, because at that time it was still uncertain whether there would be a 
second term or not. Obviously, it was looking like not, but -- again, with somebody like 
Mark Esper, like this guy, if you had, like, what we would view as a bad actor or 
somebody, | think the idea was to just get them out, you know. So that was what 
happened. 

Q But I'm just trying to understand what you're saying, Mr. McEntee. _ If it's 
obvious that there wasn't going to be a second term, as you just said, how does Mr. Krebs 
get painted as a bad actor? 

A Well, from that memo that you showed, | mean, there were a number of 
things that he was not in line with -- or, aligned with. 

But | wasn't part of a lot of those discussions. | remember having one 
conversation with Chad Wolf about this, and that's it. 

Q Was that conversation with Chad Wolf closer to the firing or before? 

A It was closer to the firing. 

Q_ And back when we kind of discussed the firing process, you discussed how 
the frustrations would be voiced to an immediate supervisor or to an agency head. 
Were those concerns about Mr. Krebs ever discussed with his immediate supervisor or 
with Chad Wolf prior to his firing? 

A Yes. 

Q  Bywhom? 

A | think our office sent that -- they would have sent that particular memo to 
Chad, I'm sure. 

Q So these don't -- 


A Or at least -- or at least the liaison there would've made that known. | 
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don't know. One of those -- 

Q_ These -- just so I'm clear, these memos that we saw about Secretary Esper 
and Chris Krebs, those are internal documents within PPO. They're meant to kind of be 
made -- the subject person to be made aware of those reasons? 

A No. Their agency head would be. If you say, "We have a concern with 
this person," they'll say, "What's the concern?" Then somebody will relay those points 
to them. 

Q  Soyou're saying at some point these concerns were relayed to Chad Wolf 
about -- 

A They most likely were, yeah. Not by me, but I'm sure they were. 

Q Do you know who the liaison was to DHS at the time? 

A Well, at the beginning it was Josh Whitehouse, but when he moved to 
Defense, | think one of his deputies took over, but | don't recall his name. 

Q And | think we have the November 17th letter where you terminate Chris 
Krebs. 

Can you show that, EP It's exhibit 8. 

A Yeah. 

Q__ So, just so I'm clear, there was a conversation with President Trump, Mr. 
Meadows, and Chad Wolf. Were you part of that conversation regarding the firing? 

A It was brought up several times, but yeah -- yes, | was part of that. Yeah. 

Q Several times that day or several times prior to? Because this letter that 
you drafted is the same day he was fired by tweet. 

A Yeah, no, it was brought up a few different days. Yeah. 

Q_ Andthen provided to Mr. Krebs on that day. 


Did you know that the President was going to tweet his firing before you sent the 
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letter? 

A Yes -- not before -- the same time, yeah. 

Q_ Sol'm going to turn it over | momentarily, but we've just gone 
through a number of statements and some firings that all took place, again, during this 
time period from November 7th onwards. And Joe Biden was declared the 
President-elect on November 7th, and every person we've discussed was either 
appointed after November 7th or, in the case of Mr. Esper or Mr. Krebs, was fired after 
November 7th. 

I'm just curious whether you had -- you were surprised by the timing of this 
activity within PPO. Meaning, you're dealing with new appointments, you're dealing 
with firings; there's a tremendous amount of activity for a Personnel Office that should 
effectively be packing up at that time. 

A No, | wasn't surprised by it. No. 

Q  Whyis that? 

A We were always one of the more active offices, and -- | don't know. 
Nothing seemed out of the ordinary. 

Q_ Soit didn't seem out of the ordinary to put in a new Secretary of Defense at 
that time period? 

A Actually, no. 

Q_ lasked Secretary Miller -- Acting Secretary Miller the same question. And 
the question, I'll read to you, was, "Were you surprised about the timing about your 
appointment?", essentially. And his response was, "He was a nontraditional President, 
and it was somewhat unprecedented." 

Do you agree with that characterization, that it was unprecedented? 


A Yeah, and | guess that would kind of solidify my point of not being surprised,

Are you familiar with somebody named Heidi Stirrup?

Yes, 

Q And what was her role in the Trump administration? 

A She served in a few different roles -- HHS and then maybe one other. And 
then she was the White House liaison at DOJ. 

Q Do you remember roughly when she was put in as White House liaison at 
DOJ? 

A No, but it was definitely more towards -- | don't remember, but it was 
definitely later in 2020, because we were moving a lot of the liaisons around. You know, 
White House went to Defense, Heidi went to DOJ. And that was more around the time 
of preparing for a second term. 

Q  Anddoyou recall why her predecessor at DOJ left? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Do you know offhand whether the predecessor was fired? 

A They were not fired, no. 

Q Okay. 

And why was Heidi Stirrup selected to be White House liaison at DOJ? 

A She had served in an acting capacity and she did a great job, and | think our 


office just thought she would be good in that role.

Okay. Was she eventually removed?

I'm not aware of her being removed, no, from that role. 

Q Did she resign prior to the transition to the Biden administration? 

A | assume she resigned when we all resigned, but | don't know. 

Q Okay. Did you have any conversations with Heidi Stirrup about the Justice 
Department's investigation of election fraud? 

A Not that | remember. 

Q Okay. Are you aware that Attorney General Barr had her -- no pun 
intended -- barred from the Justice Department building? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. What were the circumstances that led to that? 

| heard that she was causing a ruckus and that he didn't want her around or 
something. 

Q Do you know what the ruckus involved? 

A | don't. But! remember thinking we had other things to do at the time, and 
| don't remember giving any pushback to that. 

Q Okay. 

So it's been publicly reported -- and I'm, here, referring to Jonathan Karl's book, 
"Betrayal." And this won't necessarily be an exact quote, but he wrote that Stirrup 
berated a senior official at the Justice Department for not understanding that this 
election is being stolen. On another occasion, Stirrup met with Attorney General Barr 
and told him the same thing. 

Do you know whether that's accurate? 

A | don't know whether or not that's accurate. 


Q Okay. Had you heard anything about that? 
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A | had just heard, like | said, that she was causing a ruckus. So it could've fit 
that narrative, but | don't know the exact details. 

Q Okay. 

Are you familiar with somebody named John Lott? 

A Yes. 

Q = And who -- what was his role in the Trump administration? 


A John Lott, | believe, is the author of, like, the gun crime statistics? 


Q | believe that's correct. 

A Yeah. He was put in -- | don't know his exact role. | think he was at DOJ, 
maybe -- 

Q Correct. 

A _ --instatistics? Yeah. 


Q And do you know roughly when that was? 

A Sometime in 2020. 

Q Okay. And do you know why he was selected for that position? 

A No, | just -- | think a lot of the people in the Personnel Office thought he was 
an impressive guy and good for that position. 

Q Do you know whether he had any role regarding challenges to the outcome 
of the 2020 election? 

A Yeah, | remember hearing that he drafted something, some memo or 
something, but | didn't read it. But | remember hearing about that. 

Q  Doyou remember where you heard about that? 

A | don't. 

Q Okay. Did you have any conversations with Mr. Lott about the 2020 


election? 
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A No, | didn't, not that | -- not that! recall. | don't know if I've ever spoken to 
him. 

Q Okay. 

And who's Ken Klukowski? 

A He was a lawyer in the administration. | don't know if he was in the White 
House. | know he moved around a couple times, from what | remember. And he was 
in the EOB; | would see him. So he might've worked in the White House. And | think 
he was moved to an agency. It might've been DOJ. Since we're on the subject, it 
probably was. But! don't remember his exact position. 


Q Okay. So my understanding is that he worked at the Office of Management 


and Budget -- 
A Okay. 
Q_ --that he took some leave and worked on the reelection campaign, and 


then, after the election at some point, he was appointed to a political position at the 
Department of Justice. Does that sound correct? 

A That sounds correct, yeah. 

Q Did you have any conversations about Mr. Klukowski about challenges to the 
2020 election? 

A | don't remember if | had any one-on-one specific conversation with him 
about that. But | remember him being around in a group of people and talking about 


something about the election, you know, what we should be doing, shouldn't be doing. 


Yeah. 
Q  Dovyou recall if that's while he was working at the Department of Justice? 
A | don't know if it was OMB or Justice. | don't know where he was working 
at the time. 
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Q  Dovyou recall whether it was before or after the November 3, 2020, 
election? 

A It was after. 

Q Do you remember who else was in that conversation? 

No, | don't. 

Q Was he selected for the Justice Department role for any reasons related to 
challenges to the 2020 election? 

A Not that I'm aware of. 

Q Okay. 

Did you have any role in the selection of the Acting Attorney General to replace 
Bill Barr when Bill Barr resigned? 

A No, | didn't. | mean, the -- whatever you have to sign, you know, that 
memo to make the person acting, probably went through our office. But! wasn't in the 
meeting or had any discussions about who would replace Barr or anything like that. 

Q  Sothe Deputy Attorney General, Jeff Rosen, became the Acting Attorney 
General -- 

A Oh, in that instance, we probably didn't even have to do paperwork, because 
by default that's the -- you know, the Deputy becomes the Acting, so -- yeah. So, no. 

Q  Dovyou recall any conversations about whether it should be Jeff Rosen or 
somebody else? 

A | don't remember having any conversations about this, but | know there was 
some lawyer who was --| don't know. There was somebody that people wanted, but it 
wasn't a very serious candidate, and | don't think it was actually seriously considered, 
but -- | don't know his name. 


Q  Dovyou recall who the people were who wanted somebody else? 
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A Oh, just -- | just mean hearing from, like, the grassroots kind of movement, | 
remember hearing, "You need to put this person in," you know. But anytime | heard it, | 
just sort of disregarded it. 

But | don't know if the guy was ever actually considered for the role. He was one 
of the appointees. He was a lawyer. 

Q Was it Jeffrey Clark? 

A Jeffrey Clark. | think that was it, yeah. Sounds right. 

Q Okay. 

And | just want to clarify here, because at some point -- it's been publicly reported 
that, at some point, the President considered replacing Jeff Rosen, who was already 
Acting Attorney General, with Jeff Clark, who was an assistant attorney general. 

A Okay. That sounds -- 

Q Now, though, I'm asking about the initial selection of who would take Barr's 
place when Barr resigned. 

Do you know if Jeff Clark's name came up at that point or only in the later 
circumstance? 

A No, | think -- | think his name did come up. But | don't think it was ever 
seriously considered. But think it did come up, yeah. Not with me, but with the 
people at DOJ. 

Q But you don't remember who raised his name? 

A No, | don't. 

Q 9 Okay. 

And then, later, as | said, the President considered appointing Jeffrey Clark as 
Acting Attorney General to replace Jeff Rosen. Were you involved in any of that? 


A This sounds familiar. | might've been there when a discussion about this 
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was happening. But | don't remember doing any formal thing regarding that, no. 

Q Okay. So we'll come back to that more later as we go through things a little 
bit more chronologically. 

So I'd like to talk to you -- actually, I'll pause to see if any members have any 
questions before | move on.

In the first few days after the election, what were your understandings regarding 
the possibility that the outcome of the election would be changed? Meaning -- and | 
know you've made some reference to this -- Joe Biden had been declared at least by the 
media as the President-elect, but the President had not conceded. 

A Yeah. What's the question? 

Q So the question is, what was your understanding of the possibility of the 
outcome of the election being changed? 

A At that time, | didn't know anything about any mechanism for an election 
being changed. 

Q Okay. Were you involved in any discussions about how the outcome of the 
election could be changed? 

A | saw some discussions happening, yes. But! know there were different 
sort of milestones over those next 3 months, and every time one was reached, it was sort 
of, like, becoming less and less likely that anything would change. 

You know, | think there was something in December where -- | don't remember 
specifically, but there were two or three different things where, you know, every time 


that thing happened, it looked like, okay, there was no -- there was no other circumstance 
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that was going to, you know, magically come about. 

Q Did you know that just from the media, or were you involved in any 
discussions about trying to change the outcome of the election? 

A No, | just -- | mean, I'm just -- just from doing my own research, | mean. 
Yeah. 

Q Were you involved in the development of the strategy to challenge the 2020 
election outcome? 

A No, | wasn't. 

Q Okay. 

Did you have any conversations with President Trump about election fraud claims 
after election day? 

A Yes. There were a lot of people bringing a ton of information. He knew 
that the Personnel Office had a whole research team that does vetting, and when people 
brought him something, there were a handful of times where it was just so much that he 
said, can you just see if this is valid or not, and we would look into it. 

Q By "this," meaning information regarding allegations of election fraud? 

A Whatever -- yeah -- whatever people were bringing him about the election, 
claims of fraud or this or that. You know, like, for an example, if Sidney Powell walked in 
with a bunch of documents, you know, it's like, what are we supposed to do with this? 

So | looked at them. Most of them were bogus. 

Q  Doyou know why he asked you to look into them? 

A Just because | was there at the time, because | was next to him, and because 
he knew we had a research team. 

Q Okay. And when you said most of them were bogus, to the best of your 


recollection, what were those allegations and why were they bogus? 
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Oh, | never actually read them myself, but | basically said, "If there's anything 


valid here, bring it to me," and | don't recall anyone ever doing that.

Q Do you recall whether it had anything to do with Dominion voting machines? 

A | don't recall if it had anything to do with that. It could have.

Q So, other than the conversation you already mentioned involving 
Pat Cipollone and Pat Philbin, did you have any conversations with the President about 
whether he should concede the 2020 election? 

A | don't remember ever having a conversation about that, no. 

Q Okay. Did you have a view as to whether he should have conceded? 

A At that time, depending on the timeframe, earlier on | was probably less 
likely to -- my view was to concede. And then, as we got closer to the end, when it 
seemed like we knew we were going to be leaving, that we probably should, you know, 
do it somewhat graciously. 

Q Was there something that sort of was a triggering point for you of now it's 
time to concede? 

A No. No. But, as he we got closer, it just seemed, you know, less likely 
that anything was going to change, you know.

Do you recall what -- well, first of all, does the Steve there refer to Steve Bannon? 

A Yes. 

Q = Anddo you know what Mr. Bannon wanted to talk to the President about? 

No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Do you know what the "path here with the media call today" refers 
to? 

A Actually, | don't. 

Q When you wrote, "Boss will call him back if he's up for it," do you know what 
the "if he's up for it" means or meant? 

A Usually just the standard kind of practice is, if somebody wants to talk to 
him, they can call the operator. They can relay the message and the topic and 
everything they want to talk to him about. And then he'll decide, okay, yeah, call that 
person back, you know, so he can kind of filter it out himself.

A Oh, | think since his mood was a little down, he didn't want to do a lot of 
these -- | don't know what this is referring to, you know, like a public appearance of -- | 
don't know. | don't know what this is, but -- you know, he wasn't -- he wasn't in the 
right mood to, like, you know, have the Boy Scouts over or whatever other thing like this 
they're trying to schedule. 

Q Okay. And what was your understanding of why he wasn't in the mood to 


do those kinds of things?

A At the time, | don't remember thinking long and hard about them, but | 
definitely disagreed with the way she was, like, conducting herself.

A Just, you know, showing up at the White House at all different times, 
demanding to see the President at all different times, you know, going after staff, saying 
they weren't doing enough, you know, stuff like that. 

Q Was she saying the staff wasn't doing enough to try to change the outcome 
of the election?

Does the Newt refer to former Speaker Newt Gingrich? 

A Most likely. | don't know another Newt, | don't think. 

Q Yeah. Do you know what Speaker Gingrich was meeting with the President 
about? 

A | don't. 

Q_ The Sidney at 6, did you attend that meeting? 


A No, | didn't. 
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Q If you scroll -- if we -- we will scroll down a little bit to where Ms. Michael 
wrote, "Chief added Jim Jordan and Scott Perry to Newt's meeting." 

Do you know anything about why Jim Jordan and Scott Perry, two Members of the 
House of Representatives, were added to the Newt Gingrich meeting? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Do you know anything about Congressman Scott Perry's role with 
regard to challenges to the 2020 election? 

A I'm not familiar with them, no. 

Q Okay. Doyou know anything about any relationship Congressman 
Scott Perry might have with Jeff Clark, who is the Department of Justice official we 
discussed earlier? 

A No, I'm not aware of that. 

Q Do you know anything about how Rudy Giuliani became involved as one of 
the lawyers either for the President or for the campaign? 

A | mean, the President has known him for a long time. | don't know how he 
became involved with the specific campaign in 2020. He was definitely a surrogate and 
traveled with us in 2016. 

| do remember, on election night, he was one of the people that | went out to get 
to meet with the President, but | wasn't at the meeting. 

Q Okay. Can you tell usa little bit more about that? So, election night, 
meaning went to get him, meaning he was at the larger party and you went -- 

A He was at the party, and the President said, Let me see Rudy. Sol went 
down, got him. | actually don't know if | got him. Like, he was already coming up, so | 
don't even know if | had to get him, but then | saw him, and he went in, and | went back 


down. 
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Q In, meaning into the residence? 
Yeah, the living room area. 

Q Okay. Did you hear anything that Mayor Giuliani discussed with the 
President? 

A No, | didn't. 

Q Did you at any point hear Mayor Giuliani say on election night that the 
President should not concede or that he should say that he won? 

A | don't remember hearing him say that, no. 

Q Okay. Did Rudy Giuliani seem drunk at the time? 

A Not that | -- not that | recall. 

Q Okay. Do you remember roughly what time that was? 

A Late, but | don't know the time. 

Q Do you know who was in charge of deciding what role Rudy Giuliani and 
other outside attorneys would have in the challenges to the 2020 election? 

A No, | don't know. — | don't know that. 

Q- Okay. Is it fair to say that at some point after the election Rudy Giuliani 
started to take on a larger role than he did initially? 

A Yeah, that's fair to say. 

Q Okay. And what do you base that on? 

A Just how frequently | heard his name come up, and then what | was seeing 
on television. 

Q Okay. Doyou recall roughly when it was that he started taking on the 
larger role? 

A No, | don't. 


Q Did somebody else have a lead role before Mr. Giuliani?

Q Mr. McEntee, did you have any role in engaging Mayor Giuliani or others to 
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provide legal services to President Trump or the campaign? 

We can't hear you. 

A No. 

Q Okay. There was an article in The Atlantic dated November 9th, 2021, 
entitled, "The Man Who Made January 6th Possible." And the article said, quote, 
"When Trump wasn't happy with the answers he was getting from White House Counsel 
Pat Cipollone, McEntee set up a rogue legal team," close quote. 

Do you agree with that assertion? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Did you have any role in setting up the legal team? 

A No. 

Q Is it correct that President Trump sometimes was not happy with the 
answers he was getting from White House Counsel Pat Cipollone? 

A Yes. 

Q Can you describe that? 

A | don't know any details, but that was a regular trend at the White House 
over a variety of many issues, including the election. 

Q Well, let's focus on the 2020 election. What do you recall about 
disagreements between the President and Mr. Cipollone? 

A | never saw it firsthand, but | know there were disagreements. 

Q = And how do you know that? 

A Just the frustration. | saw Cipollone walking in and out of the Oval Office 
and, you know, not in a good mood, so | knew what was going on. 

Q Okay. Did you ever hear anything about the conversations between 


Pat Cipollone and the President regarding the 2020 election? 
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A | don't remember hearing anything specific, no. 
Q Did you hear anything general? 
Not that | recall. 

Q Okay. Did you have any -- other than what you've already told us -- did you 
have any interaction with Mayor Giuliani regarding the 2020 election? 

A No. | was in an Oval Office meeting where he was on the phone with a 
group of people. 

Q Okay. And who was in that meeting? 

A It was a larger group. The only twol remember for sure were 
Jared Kushner and Justin Clark, but there were others. 

Q Do you remember roughly when that was? 

A _ This was close -- closer to after the election, you know, early November or 
mid-November. 

Q Okay. And what was discussed on the call? 

A | just remember there being an argument between Justin Clark, who was in 
the room, and Rudy, who was on speakerphone. 

Q What were they arguing about? 

A About the legal strategy of the campaign at that time. 

Q Okay. Do you remember what the different positions were? 

A | don't. 

Q Okay. Do you remember what Jared Kushner said? 

A | don't remember him saying anything. | remember it mostly being 
between those two, Clark and Rudy. 

Q Okay. Do you remember whether there were disagreements about 


whether certain allegations of fraud had merit? 
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A From what | recall, it was more about the actual legal strategy of the 
challenges than any sort of fraud claim. 

Q  Sowhether to file a particular lawsuit? 

A Yeah, something like that, yeah. 

Q- Allright. But you don't recall the nature of the disagreement? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Well, is it fair to say Mayor Giuliani was arguing for a more 
aggressive approach than what Justin Clark wanted? 

A Yes. 

Q Okay. Do you remember anybody else being involved in that conversation? 

A ldon't. Just those two. 

Q  Doyou remember the President saying anything? 

A 


No. | remember him letting them kind of hash it out. 


Q Okay. Do you recall him making a decision? 

A No, | don't. 

Q = Sowhy were you in that meeting? 

A It just sort of came about. | was in there for something else, and Justin 


Clark was waiting to meet with him. And then Rudy probably called him while we were 
in there, so he answered. And then he knew Justin was waiting, so he brought him in. 
It sort of just happened. | wasn't in there for that particular meeting, but it just turned 
into that meeting. 

Q Okay. Did you have interactions with Sidney Powell, who we talked about 
earlier? 

A Maybe once, but | don't remember really talking to her. 


Q Okay. That one time, do you recall anything about the nature of the 
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interaction? 
A | don't. 
Q Was it a meeting with the President? 


A She met with him, but | didn't interact with her during any of her meetings.

A | remembered seeing her once, but | don't remember what it was exactly. 

Q Did you have any interaction with John Eastman? 

A No. | may have spoken to him on the phone one time, but | can't say 
definitively. 


Q  Doyou recall what you may have talked to him about? 

A No. Just setting up acall perhaps. | did that with a few different people, 
like linking them with Meadows or the President or whoever. Sol may have talked to 
him once, but not on any real subject matter like this. 

Q Okay. Do you recall whether you were setting up a call or a meeting 
between Dr. Eastman and somebody else? 

A No. Again, | think | may have spoken to him on the phone, but | don't 
remember what it was about. 

Q Okay. Doyou recall whether you had any written communication with 
him, by email or otherwise? 

A | don't recall having any written communication with him, no. 

Q  Doyou know how he got involved in the President's legal team? 

A | don't. 

Q Okay. In another case, Mayor Giuliani testified that President Trump first 
reached out to him about taking on a legal role on November 4th, 2020, so the day after 


the election. 
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Do you know whether that's accurate? 
A | don't know whether or not that's accurate. 


Q Do you know David Bossie?

Yes. 

Q What was his role in the campaign? 

A | knew him from the previous, the 2016 campaign. __| didn't -- | didn't 
know -- | don't know of his association to the 2020 campaign. | didn't know he 
was -- was he an employee of the 2020 campaign? | didn't know that. 

Q Well, do you know if he had any role in the legal team or the legal strategy 
for challenging the election? 

A | don't know of that, no. 

Q Okay. So we understand that you were part of a November 12th, 2020, 
meeting in the Oval Office with President Trump, Justice -- Justin Clark and others 
regarding the Georgia election audit. 

Do you know whether that is the same meeting you were telling us about earlier? 

A | believe it is. 

Q Okay. Does that refresh your recollection at all about what the 
disagreement was between Mr. Clark and Mayor Giuliani? 

A No, it doesn't. 

Q Okay. Does that refresh your recollection about who else, other than the 
President, Jared Kushner, Justin Clark, and Mayor Giuliani on the phone, who else was 
involved? 

A No, unfortunately not. 

Q Okay. Do you remember whether Rudy Giuliani was saying anything about 


the voting machines or the voting machine data in Georgia? 
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A | do recall him saying something about voting machines and Germany.

Q  Dovyou recall the relevance of Germany? 
A | don't, but | remember Jared and | thought it was odd, and we sort of, like, 
looked at each other, because we weren't -- we didn't know what he was referencing.

Q Do you know if he was saying something about the data being sent to 


Germany? 

A | don't -- it was -- yeah. | only remember Germany and finding it kind of 
odd.

Q_ And did Justin Clark push back on that? 

A | don't remember him pushing back on that particular thing. It was more 
about the legal strategy. 

Q_ Andis this around the time that Mayor Giuliani started to take on a larger 
role in the post-election legal challenges? 

A Yeah. 

Q And was it your understanding that that's because Mayor Giuliani was telling 
the President what he wanted to hear? 

A At the time it appeared that he was the only one that wanted this particular 
fight and was on television and, | don't know, just being extremely active. Seemed like

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Q By "this particular fight," do you mean challenging the outcome of the 2020 
election? 

A Maybe not challenging. More like the different claims with the voting 
machines. | think there was a legal strategy that everyone was behind through like the 
normal mechanism of however you challenge this, but | think he wanted a little bit of a 
bolder -- bolder strategy or something.

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Q Did you have any interaction with Katherine Friess? 

A Don't know. Don't know who that is.

Q___iODid you have any interaction with Boris Epshteyn? 

A That's possible. I've known Boris because he was on the '16 campaign, sort 


of a friendly relationship. | don't remember having any particular interactions with him 
about the election fraud, but | know he was involved with Rudy's team. So it's possible | 
talked to him.

A Yeah, that's my understanding. 

Q Okay. And is the Boris E Boris Epshteyn? 

A Yes, 

Q = Anddoyou know why Mr. Bannon wanted you to talk to Boris Epshteyn? 

A | don't. 


Okay. And you wrote, "Oh, no." Why did you write, "Oh, no"?

Just over the course of my relationship knowing him, he constantly reaches 
out to me about a lot of different things. 


Q Okay. Do you recall whether you ended up talking to him? 
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A | don't recall. 

Q Okay. Doyou recall having any conversations with him about the 2020 
election? 

A | don't recall that, no. 

Q Okay. So separate from or maybe parallel to the legal strategy, we 
understand there was also a strategy related to State legislatures and trying to get them 
to help change the outcome of the election. 

Does that sound familiar to you? 

A That sounds familiar, yeah. 

Q  Doyou have any knowledge of that other than through public reporting? 

A | don't, other than | believe he hosted some State legislators at the White 
House. 

Q Okay. Did you attend? 

| didn't. 

Q Okay. Did you have any conversations with the President about 
encouraging State legislatures to change their slate of electors? 

A Not that | recall. 

Q  Dovyou recall having conversations with anybody about the White 
House -- at the White House about that? 

A Not that | recall, no. 

Q So even in advance of the 2020 election, somebody named Barton Gellman 
wrote in The Atlantic that the Trump campaign was discussing contingency plans to 
bypass election results and appoint loyal electors in battleground States where 
Republicans hold the legislative majority. 


Do you have any knowledge of that effort? 
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A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Do you know anything about a meeting on November 11th, 2020, 
between President Trump, Vice President Pence, Bill Stepien, Jason Miller, Justin Clark, 
and Eric Herschmann regarding State legislatures? 

A No, | don't. 

Q  Soyou mentioned something about a meeting with State legislators. Do 
you know -- first, what was your involvement, if anything, in that? 

A Nothing. | just heard that he was hosting some of the State legislators at 
the White House. But that's all | knew. 

Q Okay. If we goto exhibit 15. 

This is an email from Jenna Ellis dated November 28th, 2020, sent to 
Molly Michael and Mark Meadows. Doesn't look like you were on it. Subject is, "The 
Constitutional Authority of State Legislatures to Choose Electors." And then attached is 
an article from John Eastman -- or by John Eastman on that topic. 

Does this look familiar to you? 

A No, it doesn't. 

Q Did you have any knowledge about the State legislative hearings that Rudy 
Giuliani and others testified before? 

A Did | have any -- what's the question? 

Q Did you have any knowledge of those? 

A No, just what | saw on the internet. 

Q Okay. Butno discussions with anybody at the White House or the 
President about that? 

A | don't remember ever discussing that, no. 


Q Okay. And we understand that the President actually called in by phone to 
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one of these hearings. 

Do you have any knowledge of that? 

A | remember that happening, but only because | saw it online. 

Q- Okay. If we goto exhibit 16. 

This is another text exchange between you and Alexandra Preate dated 
November 25th, 2020, 2:37 p.m. Ms. Preate writes, "Any chance you were watching the 
Pennsylvania hearing today?" And she writes, "My sister just testifying. She's the 
chairman of the Montgomery County GOP." 

You wrote back, "Yes! Boss is watching right now." 

Does the boss refer to the President? 

A Yes. 

Q_ And how did you know that the President was watching? 

A If it's the hearing I'm thinking of, he was -- it was on in his -- in his back 
dining room in the Oval Office. 

Q And were you with him? 

A | think | was in and out. | don't remember sitting and watching with him. 
Sort of like a small table, you know. 

Q Okay. Doyou recall him saying anything about the hearing? 

A | don't. 

Q So our understanding is that on November 23rd Robert Gabriel asked Ross 
Worthington to connect with Meadows tomorrow morning, meaning the next morning, 
regarding POTUS' speech request on 20 examples on voter fraud; please also ask McEntee 
if he has anything good. 

Do you remember whether Ross Worthington asked you if you had any examples 


of voter fraud? 
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A | don't remember that. 

Q Okay. Do you have any idea why Robert Gabriel would be suggesting to 
Ross Worthington that he go to you for that? 

A He worked closely to our office, like in proximity, so I'm sure he knew that, 
like | mentioned earlier, some of those things had been handed to us to look at the 
validity. So maybe he thought we found something. 

Q Okay. Were you involved in any discussions about coordinating so-called 
alternate electors in certain States to cast their votes for President Trump? 

A Alternate electors? 

Q_ And|Ican explain what | mean by that if -- 

A Yeah. | mean, there was -- no. | don't -- | don't remember that, no. 

Q Okay. Do you know about any conversations between John Eastman and 
President Trump on that? 

A Idon't. 

Q Okay. Do you know of any conversations between Ronna McDaniel and 
the President on that? 

A | don't. 

Q  Dovyou recall any discussions about asking State legislatures to decertify 
their election results? 

A I'm just trying to remember if these are things I've seen on the news or if | 
saw them, you know, in person. 

Yeah, | don't recall. | don't recall seeing that.

This is another text exchange between you and Alexandra Preate, December 13th, 


2020, 1:01 p.m.

next steps that he can take to stop the steal. Also, he needs to meet with Navarro, who 


has gone over the numbers. Steve would be free to talk with him of course. 
Thoughts?" 

So I'm assuming again Steve refers to Steve Bannon. Is that right? 

A Uh-huh, yes. 

Q Is KG Kimberly Guilfoyle or someone else? 

A That's my guess, yeah. 

Q Okay. Is there any other KG you can think of that it might be? 

A _ There is not. 

Q Do you know why, if it was Ms. Guilfoyle, Ms. Guilfoyle wanted Steve 
Bannon to talk with the President? 

A Idon't. 

Q Okay. When Ms. Preate wrote, "Steve has three next steps that he can 
take to stop the steal," do you know what those three next steps were? 

A | don't. 

Q Okay. You respond, "I will relay to the boss. What's best number for 
Steve if he decides to call?" 

So do you remember what you relayed to President Trump? 

A | don't. Probably the same message she sent. 

Q Okay. Allright. And then Alexandra Preate sent a phone number. Is 
that, as far as you know, Steve Bannon's phone number? 

A As far as | know, yeah, that's probably Steve Bannon's phone number.

Q Okay. Is that an unusual thing given his role as a trade adviser? 

A Yes. But! know he had done something similar -- | don't know. He liked 
to research things. But, yeah, | guess, in his role as trade adviser, it was probably odd. 

Q  Doyou know if the President asked him to have that role? 

A | don't know that. 

Q Do you know if Mark Meadows asked him to have that role? 

A | don't know. | don't know that. 


Q Okay. Are you familiar with the Green Bay sweep? 
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A No, I'm not. 

Q Okay. Do you know what role, if any, Mr. Navarro had with regard to 
encouraging Members of Congress to object to certification of the 2020 election? 

A No, | don't know that. 

Q Okay. Do you know anything about the efforts of the White House, 
whether it's the President or staff, to get Members of Congress to object to certification 
of the 2020 election? 

A The only thing | remember is Members of Congress coming to a meeting, 
and | believe that was the topic, but | wasn't in the meeting.

A | don't -- | don't remember. 

Q Okay. Any --| mean, given that she was saying Steve Bannon was asking 
you to give the names to the President, is that the kind of thing you would normally do, 
pass that on to the President? 

A | would use my own discretion, but most times, yes, | would pass it on. 

Q Okay. Would you ever pass things on to somebody else if you didn't think 
it necessarily -- if you were uncertain as to whether it should go to the President? 

A Yeah. | would give it to the chief of staff. 

Q Okay. Do you remember whether you did that in this instance? 

A | don't know what this instance is, no. 

Q Okay. So you wrote, "What am | doing with these names," suggesting you 
weren't sure what the purpose of the names were. 

Did you at some point gain an understanding of what the purpose was for giving 
the President these names? 

A No. Idon't recall what these names are.

So, in the lead-up to 
January 6th, there were some events that were going on within DOD | wanted to chat 
with you briefly about. 

Were you aware of some comments made by retired General Michael Flynn on 
Newsmax where he argued that President Trump could invoke martial law to essentially 
have an election -- rerun the election? 

A No. 

Q Atanytime, did you discuss General Flynn's comments with anyone within 
the White House? 

A Not that | recall. 

Q Okay. 

On December 18th, the Secretary of the Army, Ryan McCarthy, and the Army 
Chief of Staff issued a statement that there was no role for the U.S. military in 
determining the outcome of an American election. 

Do you remember what impact, if any, that had on the White House? 

A | don't remember that being brought up. 

Q  Doyou remember conveying a message to Secretary Miller about the White 
House's frustration that DOD, particularly the Secretary of Army, had issued sucha 
statement? 


A No, | don't remember. | don't remember that. 
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Q Secretary Miller told the committee that he was contacted by you soon after 
the statement was made and you asked why McCarthy made the statement and, quote, 
"wanted me," meaning Mr. Miller, "to remind McCarthy that the President was not going 
to -- it was -- | know this sounds kind of wonky, but it was an authorities issue. He," 
meaning you, "said the President is not going to invoke the Insurrection Act but that 
doesn't mean he couldn't, which | thought was an interesting comment because it dealt 
with the authority, not so much -- the concern was not with what McCarthy said, was the 
way | interpreted it. It was the fact that the Secretary of Army was saying he had 
authorities that actually resided with the President." 

Do you remember having a conversation with Secretary Miller about that? 

A | don't remember this conversation, no. 

Q During that conversation, it was Mr. Miller's -- Mr. Miller stated that you 
called on behalf of the President. Does that ring a bell to you at all? 

Just to step back, again, kind of, this is the mid-December time period. 

A Yeah. No, I mean, | could've relayed that message from the President, 
sure. Yeah. |mean, | don't remember that. 

Q  Youcould've, but you don't remember it? 

A Yeah, 

Q He also described it as, quote, "Would you talk to Ryan and tell him the 
President doesn't want him to be overstepping his bounds?" Which, Secretary Miller 
then did respond to your request from the President and did reach out to Secretary 
McCarthy. 

Does any of this ring a bell? 

He additionally says that you had just come out of a meeting with the President 


and, quote, "| don't know if he said 'disappointed,' but he was -- you know, he felt that 
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Mr. McCarthy's statement wasn't appropriate because of his belief of the Insurrection 
Act." 

A Yeah, | don't remember this phone call, but | frequently relayed messages to 
different people, so -- 

Q On behalf of the President? 

A Yep. 

Q How did that fall under your role as the head of PPO? 

A No, this would be when | was with him just because | was still in his role as 
personal aide. So, if | were with him and he were having conversations, he would say, 
call and let him know this, or call and let that person know that. 

Q So, just so I'm clear, so the entire time from February of 2020 on until 
January 2021, did you still have a dual-hat role as the head of PPO and as a personal aide? 

A Yes. 

Q So, when you called Secretary Miller to convey the President's 
disappointment with Secretary McCarthy and General McConville issuing this statement, 
that was in your role as personal aide? 

A It sounds like I'm relaying a message from the President, yes. 

Q  Doyou remember any followup conversation with Secretary Miller after 
that? 

A About this particular subject? No. 

Q  Anddo you remember conveying that if they would -- "they" meaning 
Secretary McCarthy or General McConville -- issued a statement like this before, that they 
would be fired? 

A | don't remember saying that, no. 


Q___I|'m going to show you what's exhibit 27.

These are handwritten notes that have been produced to us from the National 
Archives. 

Is that your handwriting, Mr. McEntee?

But it says, "Chris Miller spoke to 
both of them and anticipates no more statements coming out." And then 
in parentheses, "If another happens, he will fire them." 

Do you remember writing this? 

A No, | don't remember writing this. 

Q But this is your handwriting? 

A Yes. 

Q_ So, just want to be clear. This is your handwriting, but you have no 
memory of calling Secretary Miller and requesting him to call Secretary McCarthy to 
express the President's disappointment with the statement regarding there's no role of 
military in the United States election? 

A Yeah, | don't remember that. | mean, it looks like | might be playing 
messenger between multiple people here, which happened a lot. 

Q Were you playing messenger when you called the Acting Secretary of 
Defense on behalf of the President? 

A This looks like something I'm giving Meadows, but | would need to -- yeah.

Q- Andas| said before, it looks like it's torn. Do you have any memory how 
that could've happened? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Were you ever present when the President -- when the former President 
would tear up documents? 

A When he was done with something, | would see him tear it, yeah.

And then | think, if | remember 
correctly, Betsy DeVos and Elaine Chao the next day. Those ones are the ones that 
come to the top of my head. 

Q Did you have conversations with anybody else about them potentially 
resigning? 

A No. No, | didn't. 

Q Okay. Was there anybody that you sort of talked into staying? 

A No. The night of January 6th, Robert O'Brien called me to let me know he 
was not resigning, because that was in the media, and that | should tell the President 
that. 

Q Did he say anything about why he was not resigning?

Okay. | asked you earlier about a meeting with Members of Congress. And 
then there was another one -- | think this is a different one than the one | asked 
about -- on December 21, 2020, with Members of Congress.

Do you recall whether you ever saw that? 

A | don't think I've ever seen this, no. 

Q- Okay. Let's look at exhibit 35. This one is prepared by Jenna Ellis, to Jay 
Sekulow, dated January 5th, 2020, subject, "Vice President Authority in Counting Electors 
pursuant to the U.S. Constitution and 3 U.S.C. Code Sections 5 and 15." Have you ever 
seen that before? 

A | don't think I've ever seen this, no. 

Q Okay. Do you know what role, if any, Jay Sekulow had in challenges to the 
2020 election? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Do you know Jay Sekulow? 

A Not personally, but obviously he's been around President Trump alot. | 
know he -- | think he worked on one of the impeachments, but | haven't really interacted 
with him. 

Q_ That's correct. He did work on one of the impeachments. But do you 
know if he had any role at all in the 2020 election? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Let's look at exhibit 36. This has an email -- if we scroll down a little 
bit -- an email from Mark Finchem to Paul Gosar, Tom Van Flein, Brian Kennedy. 


The text says, "This is circulating now to all members of the House and Senate

resolution to hold Arizona electors. And then there is a draft; also a letter to the Vice 
President. 

And then it looks like -- | don't know if you are BCC'd on this, or if it was forwarded 
to you, and there is just an email missing. But it looks like you then sent to Robert 
Gabriel? 

Do you know why you sent it to Robert Gabriel? 

A | have no idea. 

Q Okay. And who is Robert Gabriel? 


A He was Stephen Miller's assistant. 


Q Okay. Do you remember seeing this email? 
A | don't. 
Q Let's goto exhibit 37. And this is an email from Brandon Beach to Bill 


White. And then it looks like Mr. White forwarded it to several people on January 5th, 
including you. 

The email from Brandon Beach says, "Bill, attached is a letter that | sent to Vice 
President Pence. | believe if we can get a 10 to 12 day extension, we can blow this wide 
open. Thanks." 

Do you know what he meant by, "We can blow this wide open"? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Did you have any conversations with anybody about this? 

A No. 

Q  Doyou have any familiarity with a lawsuit that Congressman Gohmert 
brought entitled -- or captioned -- Gohmert v. Pence? 


A No. 
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Q Are you aware of any meetings or conversations between Vice President 
Pence and Congressman Matt Gaetz regarding the Vice President's role in the electoral 
certification? 

A No, I'm not aware of that. 

Q Are you aware of any conversations between Congressman Gaetz and 
President Trump regarding the Vice President's role in electoral certification? 

A No, I'm not. 

Q Are you aware of any conversations or communications regarding the 
possibility of giving Congressman Matt Gaetz a pardon? 

A | know he had asked for it, but | don't know if he ever received one or what 
happened with it. 

Q And how do you know that Congressman Gaetz asked for a pardon? 

A He told me. 

Q_ Tell us about that. 

A He told me to ask Meadows for a pardon. 

Q So Congressman Gaetz told you that he had asked Mark Meadows for a 
pardon? 

A Yeah. That's how | recall it, yeah. 

Q Okay. Do you remember when he told you that? 

A | don't. 

Q Do you remember whether it was before or after January 6th? 

A | don't remember if it was before or after January 6th. 

Q Okay. What were the circumstances where you were talking to 
Congressman Gaetz? 


A | had dinner with him.

Q Did he discuss the joint session of Congress on January 6th with you? 

A Not that! recall. 

Q Did you get back to Congressman Gaetz with an answer about whether there 
would be a pardon? 

A Not that! recall. 

Q Okay. Did you discuss the possibility of a pardon for Matt Gaetz with 
anybody other than Mark Meadows? 

A No, | don't believe | did. 

Q_ Anddid you ever discuss the possibility of a pardon with Mark 
Meadows -- sorry, with Congressman Gaetz -- again after that? 

A | don't believe | did, no. 

Q___ Did you discuss the possibility of a pardon at any point before the dinner? 

A No. That's when | first learned about it. 

Q Did you have any conversations with Rudy Giuliani about the Vice President's 
role in the electoral certification? 


A No. 
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Q So other than that one time that you already told us about, did you ever 
witness any conversations between the President and the Vice President regarding the 
Vice President's role in the joint session of Congress? 

A No. 

Q  Doyou have any knowledge regarding efforts by the President or anybody 
else at the White House to lobby Vice President Pence to take a more active role in the 
joint session of Congress? 

A | only heard of | think it was Eastman that went over to talk to Short about it. 
That's all | remember. 

Q Okay. How did you learn about that? 

A Just through one of the staffers, you know, just the grapevine. 

Q What did you hear about it? 

A _ That Eastman went and talked to, | think, Short and Pence's attorney and, | 
don't know, made his case or something. 

Q Did you have a view on John Eastman's case or theory? 

A No.

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A Yeah, there was one -- | mean, there were hundreds of these done, but one 
was a family friend of ours, and that name was brought up to me. 

Q- Sowas that related at all to the January 6th attack on the Capitol or the 
election? 

A No. 

Q Okay. Were you involved in or did you witness any conversations about 
the possibility of a blanket pardon for everyone involved in January 6th? 

A | had heard that mentioned, yeah. 

Q Do you recall where you heard that? 

A | think the President floated the idea and Cipollone said no. One day when 
we walked in from -- one day when we walked into the Oval, | remember it was being 
discussed, and | remember the President saying, well, what if | pardoned the people that 
weren't violent, that just walked in the building? And | think the White House counsel 
gave him some pushback, and that's all | really saw. 

Q Doyou recall what the nature of the pushback was? 

A | don't, no. 

Q | mean, obviously, it's ultimately the President's decision, but did he seem to 
be persuaded by the White House counsel? 

A At that particular moment he did, yeah. 

Q- Okay. Do you know if it ever came up again? 

A | don't know if it ever came up again. 

Q Let's turn to January 6th, 2021. Can you just walk us through your day? 
Like when did you get to work, roughly, and what happened? 

A Yeah, | got to work normal time, like 7 or 8 a.m. We did have normal 


personnel work that morning, which was like a Team meeting. And then at that time we 
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were just filling board positions. There wasn't any, you know, hiring. 

So went through some of the boards, just did that for a few hours, and then | left 
forlunch. | think | went to Shake Shack or Chipotle, one of those. And then | was out, 
so | was like, oh, let me run a few errands, you know, I'm was already out. 

And while | was out at the dry cleaners or whatever, people are texting me, like, 
you got to see what's going on. It's getting crazy. Sollook at Twitter. I'm getting 
texts. And| happened to be right by my apartment. Sol ran up to put on the news to, 
like, see what was going on, and then | ended up actually just staying there the rest of the 


day.

Did you see the President that day in person?

No. 
Q Did you have any conversations with the President that day? 
A Only that night. 

Q Okay. We'll get to that in a minute. 

Did you go to the rally on the Ellipse? 

A No. 

Q Were you involved in any conversations about planning the rally? 

No. 

Q Were you aware of any discussions about groups such as the Proud Boys, 
Oath Keepers, or anybody else being involved in the protests? 

A | was not. The only thing | had to do that even remotely dealt with the rally 
was the President wanted to make sure it was safe. And either a day or two or three 
before, he had me call Chris Miller and ask if we could bring the National Guard in. 

Q Okay. What did Mr. Miller say? 


A | think he said he would look into it. 
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Q  Anddo you know if anything happened after that? 

A | don't know if anything happened or came of it, no. 

Q Did you report back to the President on what Secretary Miller said? 

A | just let him know that | relayed his message to Chris, yeah. 

Q_ Anddid the President say anything about why he wanted the National Guard 
there? 

A | think because that summer we had the Republican Convention. And if 


you remember, like, Rand Paul was getting attacked in the street. And, | don't know, it 
just got kind of crazy. So this time he thought we're going to have so many people, like, 
you know, we need to make sure that this city is safe. That kind of a thing. 

Q = Doyou know why he said it to you? 

A No, | think it was just on his mind and | just happened to be next tohim. So 
he said call Chris and let him know. So just called Chris. 

Q Were you traveling at the time? 

A We could have been, like, golfing, yeah, or something. You know, we could 
have been at his golf course maybe. 

Q Were you involved in any way in the preparation of the President's remarks 
for the rally? 

A No. 

Q___ Did you have any conversations with the President or anybody else about 
the possibility of the President going to the Capitol on January 6th? 

A Not that | recall, no.

Q Mr. McEntee, when you called Mr. Miller, did you have a discussion about a 


specific number of troops? 
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A | don't know. | think the President did have a number in mind that | 
relayed, but | don't think |, like, you know -- | just said, you know, like, Chris just, you 
know. And he said, oh, I'lldo whatever! can. I'll look into this. _ It'll be fine. 
Something along those lines. 

| think | relayed, like, five or ten thousand that the President wanted, but | don't 
remember exactly. 

Q Do you remember when the date was of that conversation with Chris Miller? 

A No. It was in the days leading up to January 6th. 

Q Were you aware that there was a request for the National Guard by the D.C. 


Mayor at that time already in place? 


A No. 
Q That's it.

Q Were you in the Oval Office at all on January 6th, 2021? 

A Not that I'm aware of. | could have possibly gone in there early in the 
morning, like, that would occasionally happen if somebody needed something or before 
the President was there. [don't think| did that day. But! was definitely not there 
during the working day. 

Q Okay. And were you in the outer Oval at all that day? 

A Again, if I'm dropping off a paper or something, it's possible. But from 
what | remember, | was pretty much just in EOB. 

Q Did President Trump ever talk to you about the events of January 6th even 
after the fact? 

A Just vaguely that night when we spoke. 


Q Okay. Tell us about that conversation. 
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A | called, and | just went down the list of all the people who had resigned. 
And then we discussed a little bit about each just colorfully. And then he just said this is 
a crazy day and, you know, I'llsee youtomorrow. But he didn't go into many details. 

Q Okay. Can you remember anything else he said about the events of that 
day? 

A | can't, other than he acknowledged that it was, like, wild, and we would talk 
tomorrow, you know, or next -- we'll see you in the morning, or something like that. 

Q Okay. 

A We were mostly going through all these people that resigned, and then kind 
of talked about them. And | was just relaying, because O'Brien called me and said you 
got to let him know I'm not resigning. Sothen| called, and he said, well, who has 
resigned? And then, like, | went through the list of the ones | knew at the time. And 
then the next day some more came out. 

Q When the President said it was a crazy day, or something to that effect, what 
was his tone? 

A Kind of like a little disbelief. Like, wow, like, can you believe this shit, you 
know? 

Q Did he express any sadness over the violence? 

A No. | mean, | think he was shocked by, you know, it getting a little out of 
control, but | don't remember sadness, specifically. 

Q = Andwhen you say alittle out of control, was that just your characterization, 
or was that his characterization? 

A That's just my characterization. 

Q Did he characterize it at all? 


A No, not really. 
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Q And what makes you characterize the events of January 6th as getting a little 
out of control? 

A | mean, well, just that amount of people, them charging. You know, it just 
got a little rowdy. 

Q Okay. Well, people died, so it's more than a little rowdy, isn't it? 

A Yeah, yeah. That's a little more than a little rowdy. 

Q And then did you discuss it any further with him after January 6th? 

A | discussed it one more time with him when he was going to give a speech 
either a day or two later. And Jared asked me like, hey, if you see him just, you know, 
make sure you help us get this all past us and let's just get out of here kind of thing. So| 
remember discussing very briefly, saying just like, yeah, you know, just give this speech, 
let's try to move on and, you know. 

Q Okay. Can you describe a little more for me about what Mr. Kushner was 
asking you to do? 

A | don't remember if it was a video message or a speech he was going to give 
or something, but | know people were deciding, like, what he should say or what he 
should do. And then he knew, since I'm always with him, that, hey, if he asks your 
opinion, you know, try to nudge this along. This will help everything cool down. 

Q Nudge it along in what way? What does that mean? 

A To make sure he gives -- delivers this speech or whatever it was. | don't 
know if it was a video or a speech or something. It was within a few days of after 
January 6th. 

Q Was the implication that the President was in some ways reluctant to give 
that speech? 


A Yeah. 
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Q Okay. What do you base that on? 

A The fact that somebody has to tell me to nudge it along. 

Q Okay. Do you have any other information suggesting the President was 
reluctant to give that speech? 

A No, other than them just telling me that | needed to nudge it along. 

Q And the President did give a videotaped speech on January 7th. Do you 
think it was that speech? 

A It could have been. That seems pretty close. | felt like it was a day or two 
later, but it could have been that speech, yeah. 

Q  Anddo you have any understanding as to why the President was reluctant to 
give the speech? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Okay. Sotell me ina little more detail about the conversation you had with 
the President, then, about the speech. 

Mr. Warrington. es can we clarify, because | think he said he wasn't sure if it's 
the video on January 7th? 

Mr. Warrington. | don't know what video speech we're talking about at this 
point.

Q Yes. Whatever speech it was that you discussed with the President, tell us 
what your conversation was with the President. 

A It was something like, oh, | don't like some of the verbiage here, you know, 
and | just said, oh, | think it'll be fine. It was very minimal, but, you know, that's -- that 


was all my participation. 
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Q Do you know what verbiage it was that he didn't like? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Was this in the context of him, like, holding a script or something? Or how 
did it come up? 

A Right, yeah, there was some written text that he was going to read. So 
maybe it was this video. _| felt like it was a few days later, but it could have been this 
video. And, yeah, that's all | remember, him saying, oh, | don't like everything in it. 

And | think | just said, oh, it'll be fine and, you know, that was -- that was it. 

Q Okay. And then did he indicate in some way whether he was going to make 
changes to the script or not make changes to the script? 

A He didn't, no. With most scripts, he does make changes. So he probably 
did, but -- 

Q  Andthen were you with the President when he gave the speech? 

A No, | wasn't. 

Q Okay. Sol think you've already implicitly addressed this. On January 6th, 
the President gave a videotaped speech that was released at 4:17 p.m. Based on what 
you've told us, is it correct that you were not there when that was filmed? 

A Yes, that's correct. 


Q_ And you were not there when it was drafted? 


A Correct. 

Q Did you hear anything about the filming of that speech? 

A | think | just saw it on Twitter. 

Q Okay. Did you hear whether there were multiple takes or one take of that 
video? 


A | didn't hear that, no. 
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Q Did you hear anything about whether the President was reluctant to make 
any particular comments that he was asked to make in that speech? 

A No, | didn't hear that.

Q | just wanted to go back, Mr. McEntee, just to the timing of you stepped out 
to get lunch and then you started receiving text messages and then you went to your 
apartment. Is that right? 

A Yeah. 

Q When you went to your apartment, | assume it's near the White House? 

A Yeah, yeah, it's a mile and a half north orso. Yeah. 

Q So you stepped out to get lunch with the intention to go back to work. Is 
that fair? 

A Yeah. | mean, | was going to run some errands while | was out, so maybe | 
had to, like, drop my dry cleaning off at home. Or, you know, | was just kind of running 
around town. 

Q Okay. 

A | had the intention of going back to work, yeah. 

Q Well, I'm not passing judgment or whether you were going to go back to 
work or not. I'm just curious as to when you started receiving the text messages did you 
then go -- did you watch or get updates on your phone as to what was occurring at the 
Capitol? 

A Briefly, but | mostly went into my apartment and put on the TV and saw it on 
TV. 

Q Was the President still giving his speech at the time? 


A No. 
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Q_ Soit was after the speech had ended, correct? 

A Correct. 

Q- Andhad any breach occurred of the Capitol? What were you seeing when 
you turned your TV on? 

A | just saw you large crowds, like, standing all around the Capitol outside. 

Q_ Anddid you see any -- obviously, you had seen the footage of people 
entering the Capitol. Had that happened? 

A | don't know if that had occurred yet, or if that was on TV yet, but | 
remember seeing people all around the Capitol. 

Q Okay. So you're watching it on TV, you're obviously ina safe place if you're 
a mile and a half away from the area. Who are you receiving phone calls from? 

A Oh, just like friends, you know, like what's going on there? Stuff like that. 
And I'm kind of like, | don't know. I'm just out. Sol went to put the TV on. 

Q Were you aware that the Vice President was at the Capitol? 

A | mean, obviously, | knew he was going to be there. | didn't know he was 
there at that particular time. 

Q While you were watching TV, did you then realize he was still at the Capitol? 

A | think it was brought up on television, yeah. 

Q Did you contact anyone at the White House? You said you were contacted 
by friends, but did you contact any of your fellow staff or folks at the White House? 

A Personnel people, and they just said they were all in the office watching it on 
TV as well. 

Q Did you receive any phone calls from Mark Meadows during that time 
period? 


A Don't think so. 
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Q Did you reach out to anybody about your -- were you concerned about what 
you saw? 

A | only reached out to my team just to see where they were, you know, the 
personnel. But! didn't reach out to Meadows or anyone, not that | remember. 

Q___ Did you have any contact with Tony Ornato in the days preceding or that day 
of? 

A The day of, | don't know if | spoke to him. Days preceding, | mean, we 
interacted frequently at work, but | don't remember anything standing out, no. 

Q Was anything conveyed to you about the potential for violence on 
January 6th -- 

A No. 

Q- --at that rally? 

No. 

Q And then just to go back to one thing you said about President Trump's 
request for the National Guard. Did you follow up with him after your conversation with 
Chris Miller? 

A | just let him know | relayed the message to Chris. 

Q And what was that message? 

A __ That he wants the National Guard there and he wants it to be a safe event or 
something. And | just said | relayed that message, and he just said okay. 

Q Did you relay the message as an order from the President or as an inquiry 
from the President? 

A It was a combination, but if | had to guess, it's more of an inquiry probably. 

Q Inthe conversation at the end of the day that you described when you listed 


the resignations, you said it was a colorful conversation. Obviously, you listed a number 
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of people earlier in the interview. Were there any surprises to Mr. Trump as to those 
resignations? 

A Well, a lot of the people, honestly, he didn't know. ‘It was the next day 
where the people he knew resigned, like the Secretaries and stuff. Sol was kind of 
explaining even who these people were. 

Q  Sodoes Matt Pottinger, he didn't know who that was? 

A He knew who that was. But, like, the social secretary he kind of knew, but | 
had to explain. Obviously, the press person he didn't know. One person on NEC he 
didn't know. There was a combination. 

Q Did he express any concern about people within his administration leaving as 
a result of what happened that day? 

A Not at that time, no. 

Q And were you surprised by any of the resignations? 

Was | surprised by any of the resignations? Not really. No. 

Q Would you have seen them as loyal to President Trump prior to them 
resigning? 

A The only one | interacted with even somewhat was Pottinger. And, yeah, | 
would have thought he would have been a little more of aTrump person. But, you 
know, | didn't fall out of my seat or anything. 

Q ~~ Going back to the earlier part of the day then. So you're watching TV. Did 
you watch it the entire time until the joint session came back into session at 8 p.m.? 

A Pretty much, yeah. 

Q And you didn't reach out to anyone at the White House during that time 
period? 


A | only remember talking to the people in the personnel office. Maybe | 
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checked in on Molly, you know, and said, like, what's going on? But other than that, | 
knew not to call these people. They are obviously busy. 

Q Were you monitoring President Trump's Twitter at that time? 

A Yeah. | mean, | followed him on Twitter, you know, so, yeah, | mean, like 
always. 

Q Were you familiar with | believe it's a 2:43 tweet that he put out for 
protesters to remain peaceful? 

A | would have seen that, yeah. 

Q Did you have any sense as you watched what was happening on TV that 
there was a strong -- a stronger message for the President to put out? 

A No. 

Q Did you have any expectation that the President should put out a message 
for telling the crowd to leave the Capitol? 

A | don't recall having, no. 

Q So you're just -- you're watching it on TV until -- for the hours on end? 

A Pretty much, yeah.

Q Okay. | want to show you exhibit 38, and this is "The Daily Diary of 
President Donald J. Trump" for January 6th, 2021. 

Do you know who prepared this document? 

A | heard about this actually, that there was some diary, that there was, like, a 
White House diarist or something. But! never knew who that person was. 

Q Okay. Do you know how the diarist got the information to put into the 
diary? 


A | don't. 
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Q Okay. ‘If we scroll down -- 

A | assume they just -- the operators tell them, you know, or something. 

Q If you scroll down, at 1:21 p.m. it says, "The President met with his Valet." 
And the next entry is at 4:03 p.m. 

Do you know anything about what the President was doing between 1:21 p.m. 
and 4:03 p.m.? 

A No, | don't. 

Q  Doyou have any idea why there is no detail in there about who he was 
meeting with or who he called? 

A | don't have any idea. |'m sure he was watching the news, but | don't know. 

Q Okay. Look at exhibit 39. And this is 2:24 p.m. on the 6th, so while the 
attack on the Capitol was going on, from Donald J. Trump @realDonaldTrump. He 
wrote, "Mike Pence didn't have the courage to do what should have been done to protect 
our country and our Constitution, giving States a chance to certify a corrected set of facts, 
not the fraudulent or inaccurate ones which they were asked to previously certify. USA 
demands the truth!" 

Did you have any reaction to that tweet? 

A No. 

Q Did you agree with the President that the Vice President didn't have the 
courage to do what should have been done to protect our country? 

A | don't remember reading this tweet at the time or having an opinion on it. 

Q  Doyou have an opinion on it now? 

A Not really. 

Mr. Warrington. What's relevant about his opinion? 


el He was a senior White House official, and this is directly regarding 
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the events of January 6th. 
Mr. Warrington. Yeah, regarding his opinion now?

Q Okay. Let's look at exhibit 42. This is a tweet from Kayleigh McEnany, 
January 6th, 3:36 p.m. "At President @realDonaldTrump's direction, the National Guard 
is on the way along with other federal protective services." 

Do you know anything about the preparation of this tweet? 

A No, | don't. 

Q Do you know whether the National Guard was, in fact, on their way at that 
time? 

A Idon't. 

Q Were you involved in any discussions other than what you told us about in 
advance of January 6th? On January 6th itself, were you involved in any discussions 
about the National Guard? 

A No. 

Q Okay. So let's look at exhibit 45. Text message, looks like from you to 
Kayleigh McEnany, 11:42 p.m., January 6th. Sothink this is right after you spoke with 
the President. And you wrote, "O'Brien is not resigning. Pottinger is just FYI." 

Do you remember sending that? 

A | don't remember sending that, but I'm sure | did, yeah. 

Q Okay. And do you remember how you learned that Matt Pottinger was 
resigning? 


A Well, | saw it the news, but | think O'Brien relayed that to me when he called 
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Q And this was the same conversation where Mr. O'Brien said he was not 
resigning himself? 

A Correct. I'm pretty sure he confirmed that Pottinger was in that same 
phone call. | didn't know if he -- 

Q Do you know if you were the first one to tell the President that Matt 
Pottinger was resigning? 

A | don't know that, no. 

Q What was the President's reaction when you told him that Matt Pottinger 
was resigning? 

A | think he said he had seen this on the news already. 

Q Okay. Did he express a view about it? 

A Not that I recall. 

Q Did he express a view about any of the people who were resigning? 

A He expressed a negative view about Stephanie, and that's the only one | 
remember, yeah. 

Q Okay. When you say a negative view, do you recall what he said? 

A | don't. 

Q___ Did you spend a lot of time with the President after January 6th, 2021? 

A Notas much. | don't think he was traveling quite as much, and -- | don't 
know. Seemed kind of quiet around the White House. 

Q Okay. Other than that one conversation that we've already talked about, 
about a statement or speech that he made, did you have any conversations with 
President Trump about January 6th? 


A Not that | recall. 
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Q Did you ever have any conversations with Vice President Pence about 
January 6th?

Trump about his relationship with Vice President Pence? 

A No, | didn't directly, but | heard him speak negatively about him.

Q = You have had conversations with President Trump about the events of 
January 6, 2021. Has his view of the events of that day changed at all over time, as far 
as you can tell? 


A The only time I've talked to him that has to do with January 6th was what | 
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talked to you about, when he said "this committee" and "don't worry about it." | talk to 
him now, but we never talk about January 6th. 

Q__lasked you earlier about pardons. Did the President ever mention the 
possibility of pardoning himself? 

A | know he mentioned a blanket pardon for everyone, but | don't know if he 
specifically said himself. 

Q Okay. And that's the conversation you mentioned earlier where, was it 
Pat Cipollone discouraged him from doing that? 

A Yeah. 

Q Okay. Do you know if the President had a conversation with former 
Attorney General Barr regarding potential pardons? 

A Idon't. 

Q Okay. Do you know whether the President had any conversations about 
potentially pardoning family members? 

A | know he had hinted at a blanket pardon for the January 6th thing for 
anybody, but | think he had, for all the staff and everyone involved -- not with 
January 6th, but just before he left office, | know he had talked about that. 

Q Can you explain what that means? _ If it's not related to January 6th, what 
would it be for? 

A Yeah, that was kind of the -- | remember Cipollone questioning on that, 
"Well, why does anyone needa pardon?" And he referred to, like, "Well, just so they 
can't go after them for any little thing." And think Cipollone said, "Yeah, but no one 
here has done anything wrong." And that was kind of the end of it. 

Q_ Sodid the President say anything about what the scope of such a pardon 


would be? 
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A No. 

Q But that was the gist of it, a pardon for any crimes that any member of the 
staff committed? 

A | think he was referring to any member of his staff, yeah. 

Q  Anddid he mention any staff members by name?

Q Did he say anything that suggested whether he, at that time, believed that 
they were either his supporters or others, such as antifa, that had attacked the Capitol? 

A At that time, | don't remember him bringing that up, no. 

Q Did he bring it up at some other time? 

A It was brought up by other people. | don't remember if he actually 
specifically said it. 

Q Do you remember who brought it up? 


A | don't, but it was that there could've been people that infiltrated or 
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something and caused the ruckus and then it led to this. || don't remember who brought 
that up, though.

Q_ | just want to ask, that conversation that January 6th evening, | think from 


the -- the diary indicates it's a 20-minute-long conversation. And you described it. 
Many of the people who resigned that day Mr. Trump didn't even know. _ In fact, the 
ones that he did know didn't resign till the next day. 

So 20 minutes is a long conversation, Mr. McEntee, and I'm wondering if you could 
just describe, when you say "disbelief" and "day is crazy," what more color can you add to 
the feelings of that day as expressed to you? 

A You know, it's hard to remember, honestly. | don't remember any details 
we went into about it. | know we went through each person, and | had to explain who 
each person was, so that took a minute or two on each --
